Trinity Church, Geneva, N, Y. 
May 19, 1908. 


The Seventy-fitst Annual Council of the Diocese of Western 
New York met at the above place at 2:30 o’clock P. M. pursuant 
to the call of the Bishop, acting under Title II., Section 1 of the 
Constitution. 

Evening Prayer was said by the Bishop, assisted by the Rev. 
Charles H. Smith, D. D., the Rev. Messrs. G. W. S. Ayres and 
EK. P. Hart. 


3:30 P. M. 
The Council met for business, the Bishop presiding. 


The roll of the Clergy was called and above twenty answered 
to their names. In all, there were eighty-one of the Clergy in at- 
tendance. 

The Secretary announced the names of Churches whose cer- 
tificates of Lay Delegates had been presented and were in due 
form. 

The names of Lay Delegates reported as duly appointed were 
then called and Delegates representing twenty-two Churches an- 
swered to their names. In all thirty-four Churches were repre- 


sented in the Council. 


The Bishop announced that a quorum was present. 
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The Council proceeded to the election of a Secretary.

[X. Whenever the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
shall be satisfied from personal knowledge, or from evidence laid before 
them, that any Priest or Deacon of this Diocese against whom no present- 
ment has been made, is living in violation of his ordination vows, or has 
repeatedly within one year past been guilty of conduct unbecoming a 
minister of Christ, and such as to subject him to discipline under Canon 23, 
Section I, of the General Convention, it shall be their duty, at a meeting 
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duly convened, and by the coneurring vote of three-fourths of their whole 
number, to certify the same in writing to the Bishop of the Diocese. 


“*SEcTION X. If the Bishop, on receipt of such certificate, shall be 
of the opinion that it presents sufficient ground for his action, he shall 
give to the clergyman offending notice to show cause within thirty days 
why he should not be inhibited from officiating. And if within such time 
such cause shall not be shown to the satisfaction of the Bishop, he may 
proceed to inhibit the said clergyman from officiating in public as a Min- 
ister of this Church, until he shall by presentment and trial, or by request 
for a hearing by the Bishop and three Presbyters of the Diocese as pro- 
vided in Section VII, of this Canon, or by other procedure satisfactory to 
the Bishop, be cleared from such charge. But any clergyman thus inhibited 
may at any time claim the right of presentment and trial, or of a hearing 
as above under Section VII, for his vindication; and in such case the inht- 
bition shall ccntinue until the conclusion of the procedure, unless the 
Bishop shall terminate it earlier. ’? 


Title Third, Canon Two. Ordinances for the Eeclesiastical Court. In- 
sert at the beginning of Section VI. the following: 


‘Tf the Bishop approves the presentment, and shall be of the opinion 
that there is sufficient ¢round for his action he may inhibit the clergyman 
presented for trial from officiating in public as a Minister of this Church 
until he shall by trial, or by request for a hearing by the Bishop and three 
Presbyters of the Diocese as provided in Section VII of this Canon, or 
by other procedure satisfactory to the Bishop, be cleared from such

We would suggest that hereafter the report be accompanied by a cer- 
tificate from the bank or trust company where the Funds are deposited, 
certifying the amount of the deposit. 


The following resolution, offered by the Rev. Dr. Boynton, 
was unanimously adopted: 


Whereas, the Rev. Murray Bartlett, rector of St. Paul’s, Rochester, has 
accepted his appointment to become the Rector of the Cathedral at Manila, 
P. I.; therefore be it 


Resolved, That this Council desires to express its sorrow over his loss 
trom our ranks, to declare its appreciation of his faithful and conscientious 
labors here for the past eleven years, and to commend the spirit which 
takes him to the Missionary field, and to pledge him our unfailing in- 
terest and prayers. 


The minutes of the sessions were read and adopted.

Beloved Brethren of the Clergy and the Laity: 


Another year in our Diocesan life has rolled by. We gather 
as a Council once again in the old See City—the spot which has 
such hallowed associations with the life and work of my two hon- 
ored and eminent predecessors—the quiet resting place of each 
as they wait for the Resurrection morning and the eternal bliss 
of the home beyond. It seems to me fitting that at some time 
during. our sessions a pilgrimage should be made to the tomb of 
eacn and appropriate devotions offered. Possibly a Celebration 
of the Holy Communion—that required by the Canon—might 
be held at St. Peter’s Chureh tomorrow morning and a few mo- 
‘ments spent at Bishop De Laneey’s resting-place immediately 
thereafter. It will be a simple matter to make a visit to the 
burial-place of the second Bishop of this Diocese, in view of the 
fact that it is within a few yards of where this body is now sit- 
ting. The determination of the times for such action, should it 


be determined upon, I submit to the Council.

As always, I greet you with a Father-in-God’s warm affection, 


and welcome you to your responsible and sacred work here—in 


the original seat of the Diocese when Central and Western New 


York were one. 
Pan Znglican Conferences 


There are matters relating to the whole Anglican Communion, 
—as we are prone to name it,—as well as those concerning our 
own National Church in these United States, and that unit of 
this whole in which we are specially interested—namely, the 
Diocese cf Western New York—to which I ask your interest 
and attention. We will, therefore, at the outset, turn our eyes 
upon a great Chureh of the hving God—that braneh of which 
we are a part. We will gaze at the face of our mother, the 
Church of England. The two great gatherings to be held in 
London during a portion of the Summer are of lively interest, [ 
take it for granted, to all Churchmen. They are not sectional, 
nor national only. They may rightly, I think, be called World 

Jonferences. All parts of the earth will be represented, and 
all classes of subjects that touch humanity will be discussed. 
The first, the Pan-Anglican Congress, which will hold its ses- 
sions for ten days, begins its work in the middle of June. Its 
membership, as you are aware, consists of delegates, six in num- 
ber, representing each Diocese throughout the whole of the 
American and Anglican Churches. And so these ecclesiastical 
divisions—every one of them in the world—are asked to give 
voice, by their representatives, on the varied living subjects sub; 


mitted for healthy and careful consideration. “Cut bono” you

may ask? I reply that the contact of mind—with mind—Occi- 
dental and Oriental; the experiences of consecrated men dwell- 
ing im all parts of the known world earnestly rehearsed ; the dis- 
cussion of broad themes touching the social, the mental, and 


in a human and concrete fashion—of all 


the spiritual weal 
tribes and races of men, must evolve a larger sympathy and a 
greater wisdom in the centres of religious life om the two sides 
of the Atlantic, and, too, in the hearts of all individuals who 
are seekers after God. This gathering has no power. It is not 
legislative. It is educational. It is sympathetic. It is a Con- 


egress, however. Shall I recite some of its plans ? 


Stately services will be held in those hoary and hallowed his- 
toric shrines of English-speaking Christendom, St. Paul’s 
Cathedral and Westminster Abbey. In these the beatings of | 
the great heart of this world given to Christ will be heard and 
felt; and the electric thrill that shall go pulsing around the 
earth—with no need of a living wire or a wireless telegraph cir- 
euit—will help, perhaps, to alter, sooner or later, the very life 
and action of the entire world. Those lifted prayers and those 
anthems of praise and thanksgiving in the name and for the 


glory of humanity’s God and Saviour, cannot be in vain. 


Let me name some of the subjects that will oceupy the thought 
of the gathered scores of thousands drawn there by loyalty to 


our King’s realm and service. 


In section A, on the first day, the primary subject to be dis- 
eussed will be “Sanctity of Marriage, the Basis of Human So- 


ciety in Christendom and Heathendom.” Jn another section the 
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subject will be “Christian Revelation and the claims of other 
religions” ; and these, under sub-sections, will embrace as topics: 
1.—‘The Reality of Inspiration”; 2.—“The Conception of 
Revelation” ; 3—Religion in Christian Nations and Panthe- 
ism”; 4.—‘‘Aonosticism and its Claims.” Then, again, the 
whole theme of Holy Orders in its many ramifications—as to 
the training for them, as to the spirit and character of those 
receiving them; as to the methods of administration in sacred 
things—will be discussed. So, too, allied to this will be the 
topic of the Church’s Missions as they bear upon heathen lands 
and among white settlers, as they touch the trader or the laborer 
in his relations to native races here and there. In addition to 
these, there will be considered the important question of relig- 
ious education—of the systematic training of the young in the 
knowledge of the things that belong to God. Religion, too, in 
its relation to science and to modern varied philosophies and to 
new cults will be the subjects of thought on certain days. So, 
also, the Church’s duty respecting the recreation of her children, 
and her office in connection. with their laboring life and their 
general well-being, will call out important essays and speeches. 
But time forbids any farther reference to the manifold themes 
which will engross the thought and move the hearts of the tens 
of thousands of men and women that shall crowd the many great 
halls where such living problems will receive treatment at the 
hands of wise and good men. I have here skimmed but a tithe 
of the cream from the surface of the great caldron of human 


need to be considered there. 
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Likewise, in the city of London, at Lambeth Palace, by in- 
vitation of the Archbishop of Canterbury, as many as 250 
Bishops will come together to disenss similar living themes, 
and to comfort each other, and to reason together regarding the 
concerns and the duty of the Kingdom of God. For a week after 
July 4th they will meet day by day. Then committees will 
gather to formulate reports during a fortnight, which will in- 
tervene between the first and the second sessions, the latter of 
which will continue for ten days on into the heart of August. 
I presume no gathering that the world ever witnessed in the 
past has shown more of stateliness and significant meaning than 
will those processions and services at the Abbey and St. Paul’s, 
which will begin and end the Lambeth Conference. I would 
that all my people who are within the hearing of my voice, as 
well as the other more than 25,000 communicants of the Diocese, 
could be present on these marvellous and hallowed occasions. | 
I believe that their sense of the strength and efficiency and glory 
of the Church of God would be intensified, and that the honor of 
fellowship in it would have a new meaning and would give zeal 
to their work for Christ such as never inflamed them before. 
Endless would be their prayers, like those of the Psalmist, for 
the living Church. ‘Peace be within thy walls and plenteous- 
ness within thy palaces. For my brethren and companions’ 
sake I will wish thee prosperity” would be their ceaseless 


declaration. 
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Recrology 


Within six months the Church of our land has been called 
to mourn the departure hence of no less than four of her Right 
Reverend Fathers. It is bereavement for her, indeed—this go- 
ing forth from her earthly ranks of such consecrated and useful 
leaders. Three of them were contemporaries, intimates, friends, 


brothers of mine in a near and dear sense. I refer to— 


First—The Bishop of Nebraska, the Right Reverend GEORGE 
WORTHINGTON, D. D. In the days of our young manhood, 
while not members of the same class, we were side by side in the 
General Theological Seminary. Always the cheerful, kindly 
optimistic man, considerate of all, and sympathetic with need, 
he won the affection of people generally. To him the office of 
Priest was a sacred one. To him Ordination vows were solemn- 
ly binding to the letter. The life of the Ambassador of Christ 
in his eyes was only loyal as each pledge was kept, as its aim was 
to be holy, as its work was continually for the Master, with no 
half-heart for the world. He was the ecclesiastic in the noble 
sense of the term; not of the ascetic type, not of the cold, un- 
amiable type, but a man, gentle, cordial, beneficent, kind. His 
ecclesiasticism consisted in love for his Church, absolute obedi- 
ence to its law, a reverent honor for its teachings and its ways— 
all that makes for a complete heart-surrendered loyalty. Popu- 
lar was he as a preacher in the days when his hand was upon 
the helm of that then-conspicuous parish, St. John’s, Detroit. 


Faithful, eminently faithful, was he as the Pastor of the flock 
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in those days. He was the house-to-house parson that brought 
sunshine whithersoever his path lay. If he did not, in the 
words of the visitation office, say as he passed the threshold of: 
the homes he visited, “Peace be to this house,” at least the 
blessing of a holy calm or joy remained when he went forth 
therefrom. Yes! peculiarly the King’s Ambassador, he was 


the man of God, too. 


His Episcopate was earnest and upbuilding and self-saerific- 
ing; but the day came when a weakness of the heart laid him 
low, and after protracted and grievous suffering he was com- 
pelled, sorrowfully against his will, to seek a less stimulating 
climate than the hill-country of Nebraska, where less rarified 
air would permit of more natural action of the heart. And so 
his closing years were spent, by his physician’s command, in 
the East. How piteously he lamented to me, again and again, 
the circumstances which constrained him to partially divorce 
himself from his Diocese! Every once in a while he would 
creep Westward to hold some visitations, but he was soon forced 
back to his abiding-place in the East by the pain and weakness 


that inevitably came. 


Bishop Worthington was a constant reader and an excellent 
scholar. Nevertheless, he was totally out of sympathy with the 
noisy “New Theology” of our day. The Bible was to him the 
holy Word of God; the Church was the Redeemer’s Kingdom— 
divine, hallowed, God-directed and God-guarded ; the Creed was 
no form of words, but the very essence, in every word of it, of 


the everlasting Truth ; the Sacraments were Saviour-given means 
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of grace—essentials to the holy’ life; the Ministry was Christ- 
ordained and necessary, not merely to the “bene-esse,” but to the 
“esse” of the Heavenly Kingdom. So he believed and so he 
contended and so he taught lifelong. Thus, as man and Priest 
and Bishop, his was the constructive spirit and ministry—not 
the unsettling ones and the destructive ones of some teachers of 
today. He had an association with us as.a Diocese. For a 
time he lived within our borders and wrought good work. 
Hobart College was his Alma Mater. He was a gentle, kindly 
helper to my eminent and deyout predecessor in the days of his 
failing physical power. As he went here and there at his bid- 
ding, holding Confirmations, dear Bishop Coxe:found joy in 
thus leaning, for a time, on the arm of his younger brother in 
the Episcopate, whose kindred, too, as earnest laymen in the 
Diocese gave cheer by good gifts to the Diocesan’s heart. The 
watchman is no longer at his post on the tower-top here, but 
the Paradise-gates have opened to him for the ‘rest that re- 


maineth.”’ 


Second—Right Reverend LEIGHTON COLEMAN, D. D., 
Bishop of Delaware. My senior in the General Theological 
Seminary by a year, but my junior in the Episcopate by six 
years, he was the close, unceasing friend to me. The son of a 
clergyman, he was saturated with interest in and zeal for the 
duties of the ministry. There is an old-fashioned—some people 
eall them—type of priest who is patterned after the model of 
George Herbert? s country parson. He is the man who, among 


his people, is as the head of a family, the guide, the instructor, 
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the monitor, the helper 


a friend, a sympathizer, a consoler, a 
sweet example of tenderness, of patience, of holiness, of purity, 
of industry, of godly prayfulness—the man of God, indeed. To 
him the Bible is truth, the Church is Mother, the Sacraments 
are Grace, the World is fleeting, Heaven is home. Such live 
here, but their conversation is Above; their companionship is 
with men, but Jesus is ever near. Moving in and out among 
their people, their presence is benediction and their gracious 
word is peace. No popular themes of the day defile their pul- 
pits; no turbulent harangues or harsh personalities or vicious 
outbursts characterize and degrade their discourses. The Gos- 
pel of Jesus, the sweet story of the Cross, the pardoning love, 
the redemption bought with blood, the hope and joy of Heaven, 
the everlasting bliss in the presence of the angels—duty here for 
God, love here for a loving Saviour, merciful work now for : 
brothers among men, self-sacrifice, devotion, consecration, life 
for the Redeemer’s service——these are their themes, these give 
splendor and sanctity and heavenliness to their teachings—and 
“men take knowledge of them that they have been with Jesus.” 

Such was the tone of Leighton Coleman’s hfe and mimistry as 
Deacon, Priest, and Bishop. The whole Church of God was 
precious to him, and to minister in it for the maintenance of 
the Faith, and the teaching of holy lving as its fruit was his 
daily endeavor. Energetic and tireless was he in advocacy of 
the rigid eanon on divoree and re-marriage, and also for the 


cause of temperance under the Church’s banner. 


His small Diocese gave him opportunity to be a helper to 
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one and another of his right-reverend brethren in the times of 
their need—and graciously and generously was all such aid 
accorded them by him. A loyal son of the Church, nay! a sanc- 
tified: disciple of Jesus was laid to rest when “earth to earth” 


was spoken at the grave-side of this second Bishop of Delaware, 


a brief time since. 


Third—Right Reverend HENRY YATES SATTERLEE, 
D. D., Bishop of Washington. For a few years his life and mine 
were entwined to a degree. As the young man, when I was in 
the first years of my ministry, he was one of my Bible class 
teachers in New York, having come to us from the Dutch Re- 
tormed body, of which his parents were members. During his 
seminary days we were thus laborers together. Always zea!- 
ous, always high-minded, always intense, he did his work among 
youths to their winning, and to their admiration for himself. 
Peculiarly a man of prayer, his devotion moved others to seek 
their comfort and their wisdom at the throne of grace. His 
faith amid the waverings and the so-called ‘new light” and 
fresh speculations and subversive criticisms of our time was 
unalterably fixed on Calvary and its Redeemer. An enthusias- 
tic supporter of the “religion of humanity,” in its divine sense, 
he still taught the old evangelic principles of salvation for man 
by Christ alone—of endless life secured only by the atonement 
for humanity made by the King of the Heavens. The Gospel 
in the Church, the Church through the Gospel; ‘“Evangelic 
Truth and Apostolic order’ ; love to God and love to man alike. 


These were watchwords with him in his teaching, in his official 
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work, in his private'life. ‘Fis public labors as Bishop of Wash- 
ington we are all familiar with. The newspapers have recorded 
them generously and bountifully. Certainly the splendid re- 
sults accomplished by him in his Diocese should cause us all to 
rejoice and to hold Ins name in high honor as a watching, work- 
ing, wise Bishop. Sunlight falls day by day with brilliance on 
that ‘‘Little Sanctuary” where his tomb is reared, but the trail 
of the sunshine of his good labors and his good life will be ever 
brightening there. Henry Yates Satterlee, my son in the Gospel, 
my loved brother in the Episcopate, farewell until the dawn and 


the sunshine of the everlasting morning. 


Fourth—Right Reverend ELLISON CAPERS, D. D., 
Bishop of South Carolina. Of him my only knowledge which 
eould in any sense be called personal came of a few meetings 
with him in the House of Bishops. There he always showed 
the courteous demeanor of the refined Southern gentleman—that 
striking manner manifest in those coming from that section of 
our land—which ig winning and welcome. He was a scholarly 
man and a wise man. His practical sense was a useful factor 
in connexion with: his Diocesan administration. ‘Although he 
fought in the armies: of the South during the Civil War, he 
showed no sectionalism, as it seemed to me, relative to the great 
questions of religion and the Church. South Carolina met with 


a grave loss when its seventh godly Bishop fell on sleep. 


Our Diocesan ranks have been diminished by two reverend 


brethren who have departed this life within a twelvemonth. 
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The Reverend LOUIS BEVIER VAN DYOK, D. D., was 
‘one whom the clergy of Western New York, and the laity who 
knew him, held m honor. For forty-two years he lived the 
blameless life and wrought for God im this Diocese. He was 
esteemed by his late Bishop and by his brethren, as well as by 
the present Bishop, worthy to fill one and another of the higher 
positions of trust and usefulness in their gift. Dean of the 
Convocation of Buffalo, Examining Chaplain of the Diocese, 
Secretary of the Cathedral Chapter, Professor of Pastoral The- 
ology in the De Lancey Divinity School and President of the 
Standing Committee for years, he gave himself to the general 
work of the Church, in addition to his parochial duties, with an 
untiring devotion and a discreet and calm wisdom. Modesty 
was a marked characteristic of the man, and yet he was one 
whose counsel my learned predecessor often sought. He was 
well-balanced, without passion, thoughtful, honest. His love of 
the Church was as rooted in his heart as any affection that 
could find a place in the deepest depth of any man’s soul. He 
believed in it. It was to him a tender Mother, a Comforter in 
care and storm; as the Master himself, “a shadow of a great 
rock in a weary land.” These modern attacks on the Bible he 
took sorely to heart. He had forgotten more of the argu- 
ments of the critics—as have some of the rest of us—than some 
of the blatant talkers on the new hght and the modern theology 
have ever learned. . They were, as was the theology of the 
English divines in the best age, his constant meditative study. 
But he approached the Book as the Holy Word of God—and it 


had light for him where the destructive critic came with the

curious and dissecting and irreverent hand and found dimness 
or darkness. The Holy Spirit spoke to him through its pages 
and he, with bowed soul and a child’s awed trust, listened to 
obey and find the “blessing of peace.” Call such a man, if you 
please, a traditionalist, a faded scholar, a mediaeval chrystaliza- 
tion, I say he has more of the lowly mind capable to receive 
divine truth than the scholar who trusts alone to the chill analyz- 
ing of a modern destructive criticism and who looks on honesty 
as only resident in the doubting or the iconoclast. But Dr. Van 
Dyck was not alone the earnest, sound scholar. He was pecul- 
iarly a pastor. He knew his flock and they knew him—and his 
counsel in affairs of the household or of business had weight 
with them. They realized profoundly that he was a man of 
practical mind, and in concerns of everyday life had shrewd and 
far-seeing power. And so he was to them a parson indeed, the 
persona of the parish. But, beyond all else, he was the devout 
man. Ido not mean the devotional man, moved by the worship 
of the sanctuary to a solemn awe only. I mean the man of deep 
piety, to whom religion was the all-important, all-engaging fac- 
tor in life. Holy things and acts and emotions he found satis- 
faction in; nay, delight in. He lived supremely for these as the 
fibre and the force of a true life. So he passed his years of use- 
fulness and consecration, serving God and man, living indeed 
in the world, very human in his sympathy for others, but “hav- 
ing his conversation,” in the words of the Apostle, indeed, “in 
Heaven.” In the later days of life he retired from the activities 
that had crowned so richly his early priesthood and his middle 


iife, and in the quietude of a beautiful village of hoar age for our 
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new land, he ministered at an altar, nay! at two, regularly, and 
fed his flocks as a faithful and true shepherd. God has ealled 


him. The gentle priest and the good man is at rest. 


2.—Reverend SOLON AURELiUS WHITCOMB. When 
I came to the Diocese as its Bishop, Mr. Whitcomb was engaged 
in mission work, and was manifesting much devotion and zeal 
therein. As an orator he was certainly remarkable and inter- 
esting and instructive. tie had spent the greater part of his 
life in Christian bodies other than our own. Hence the aethos 
of the Chureh he found it not easy to grasp and enjoy. Time is 
always an element in the matter of loyal and enjoyed Church- 
manship. An early breathing of its atmosphere seems essential 
in most cases to fill the soul with the genuine spirit and the 
vital lite of God’s Kingdom. 1 am not torgetiul of the fact that 
a large number of our brethren who have read themselves into 
the Church from the other Christian bodies and are ours through 
painstaking study and overwhelming conviction, prove some of 
our best leaders and most intelligent champions and truest sons. 
But there is a settled confidence generally in those who are “‘to 
the manor born.” It is their home, their heritage, their king- 


dom. 


Mr. Whitcomb, step by step, grew into Churchmanship. For 
a time, however, it was not easy. He aimed at loyalty and con- 
formity, but early training militated to a degree against it. 
Not that the heart was not right, nor the will to be faithful to his 
ordination-vows to the letter, anything else but true. At times, 


however, under the glow of his fervor, he would overlook or 
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override the Church’s order. But he was not one of those who 
branded rubrics and canons and the articles of the Creed as mere 
“mint, anise and cummin.” His sorrow for any forgetfulness 
of a sound orderliness was that of a little child in his neglect or 
his transgression. He was a markedly religious man and one 
to whom the things of God were very dear. His was not a mere 
profession. It was to him a sacred calling, an embassage of 
God; and the spirit of “noblesse oblige’ governed him in his 
use of it. Reckless action, posing before the world or in the 
newspapers, careless speech in private or in the pulpit were for- 
eign to him. It was the work and the place for dignity and ex- 
actness of statement, and for never a personality. What talks 
I had with him, from time to time, which revealed a soul shin- 
ing with the light of the Kingdom beyond! I honored him. In 
many things I reverenced him. His ending was sad. ‘There 
was the blurred mind, the shadow on intellect which came of 
overstrain. His beloved wife was gravely ill for a long period, 
with the mind clouded during a part of her sickness, and he, 
with the devotion of a sanctified Christian man, gave himself 
to her care night and day, assiduously and unremittingly. It 
was a total surrender of self to her whom God bestowed upon 
him ‘for better, for worse.” Under the mighty strain, when 
she was laid to rest, the man was shattered, the string of the 
bow was broken. From that time on it was lingering and de- 


cay and death. He passed to his rest a good man and an holy. 


We will now proceed, as is our custom, to the devotions which 
commemorate the faithful departed, including the Nicene Creed, 


which we will now proceed to recite—that symbol of faith 
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which was the stay and the rock on which these servants of God 
stood and found satisfying comfort, intellectual rest and soul’s 


peace. 


Tbe General Convention 


Naturally, you look for me, as your Bishop, to turn your 
thoughts back upon the great. gathering in Richmond last Octo- 
ber. Its doings and their effects upon the world and the Church 
of God, are fruitful subjects for consideration and for concern. 
A sufficient time has elapsed, as I think, for the perspective of 
our view to take a normal set, and for the crystallization of our 
judgments to assume sound form. And so with you I would 
review two or three of the results of that great Synod of the 
Church. Certainly, the spread of the Kingdom, the winning 
of the world for the Redeemer, the proclamation of the com- 
forting Gospel, the knowledge of salvation by the whole world of 
men-—this was the ringing keynote of the sessions. Spellbound 
crowds listened to missionaries’ voices with a tireless interest 


day after day until the end. God be thanked for that zeal. 


Among what 1 would denominate the serious omissions of the 
General Convention’s legislation was its action, or rather non- 
action, on the divorce and re-marriage subject. This hideous 
evil, which has so blotted the fair name of our country, is reach- 
ing a larger and more serious development. The dockets of 
many courts in the land are crowded with suits of this character. 
Judges who are nauseated by the numbers of them, and the 
shame of them, are compelled through technical conditions and 


a lax legal code to grant decrees when conscience forbids. J am 
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told that about ninety per cent. of those who obtain divorces 
in this nation remarry within a couple of months, on an average. 
It is an evil that, it seems to me, no words can sufficiently char- 
acterize in its enormity. It is sapping the foundations of that 
beautiful ordinance of God—the first of Divine institutions 
established in the world—the family. Mildew, decay, death, 
as I believe, will surely come—and that perhaps speedily—to a 
nation which so defies that Divine order which is for the health 


of the body politic. 


Our General Convention, as you are aware, allowed the canon 
on this subject, adopted three years ago, to stand without alter- 
ation. I must say that the experience of the triennium has not 
made me a convert to it, but rather its more determined oppon- 
ent. It is my privilege to be a member of the Joint Commission 
of both houses to give farther consideration to the whole sub- 
ject, and to make report to the next General Convention. My 
objections to the present canon are that: First, the Church 
seems, indirectly, to sanction and to sanctify the remarriage of 
certain divorced persons. As I read Holy Scripture, such action 
is not encouraged, but is indirectly forbidden. ‘There are, of | 
course, some differences of interpretation here. Good men have 
taken what is called the ‘‘permissive clause’? and based a theory 
on that. But that clause—in St. Matthew 19: 9—clearly refers 
te a state of things—an evil—which had developed under the 
Mosaic law. It does not have the support of our Lord. He 
simpty declares it as a condition existing. He does not, indeed, 


categorically forbid divorce when it is obtained for one special 
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cause. He opposes it. He spoke strongly against it. Whether 
it he St. Matthew, St. Mark, or St. Luke that speak for Him— 
or even St. Paul—it is the same decided declaration that ‘what 
God has joined together no man shall put asunder.” The | 
Master’s disapproval of simple divorce for any cause amounts 
really to a condemnation. But the question of remarriage opens 
up another subject. Shall the ‘innocent’ party—so-called— 
have the privilege of marrying again after the tie has been 
broken by human law? Only a small portion of one sentence 
in all the New Vestament is claimed in its support. The three 
ether writers who bear witness on ‘the subject are harmonious 
and offer but one testimony; that of our Lord’s positive forbid- 
dance of remarriage under any circumstances. The evidence, 
therefore, is that of three witnesses against one, and the state- 
ment of that one, if it be his, is only indirect. Note the word- 
ing: ‘‘Whosoever shall put away his wife, except it be for forni- 
eation, and shall marry another, committeth adultery,” ete. 
Those four words, ‘‘and shall marry another,” are the only seem- 
ing justification for a divorced person, though innocent of the 
sin, being joined to another in holy matrimony. It is import- 
ant to remember, in this connection, that the oldest Greek manu- 
scripts, and the translations that were earliest—as I am told by 
best scholars—are not agreed as to their statements regardin 
this particular verse in St. Matthew’s Gospel. Owing to these 
variations, then, we may justly conclude that our text may be 
inaccurate. In fact, the revised version gives a rendering of 
this verse in its margin which omits the disputed four words, to 


which I here refer, altogether. If, therefore, they are an inter- 
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polation, then the whole argument for remarriage, so far as 
Scripture authority is concerned, is absolutely exploded. Them 
divorced persons cannot legally marry again, “Once made one 
flesh by God’s holy ordinance, they remain one flesh until God 
separates them, and the only way He does this is by the hand 
of death.” And if this be true, then the marriage bond is in- 


dissoluble. That, to my mind, is the omly logical conclusion. 


But, second, | ami not enamored of this Canon which remains 
unaltered—a heritage from three years ago—because a Bishop, 
although conscientiously opposed to its allowance, is constrained 
to act under it, im the behalf of what his convictions hold to be 
unscriptural, illegal and wrong. Let us consider this statement 
of mine. A communicant of this Church obtains a divorce, 
and is what is commonly—often, perhaps, incorrectly—denom- 
inated the innocent party. At the expiration of one year such 
person may apply to the Church for its blessing on a marriage 
by her or him to another man or woman, as the case may be. 
Of course there are certain requirements to be fulfilled before 
the applying persons may be joined in holy matrimony by a 
minister of this Church. First, satisfactory evidence regarding’ 
the facts in the case shall be submitted to the Bishop. Second, a 
copy of the court’s decree must be examined by him. Third, 
the record of that court’s action must be furnished him if possi- 
ble. Fourth, he must have proof that the defendant was per- 
sonally served or appeared in the action. Fifth, and finally, he, 
the Bishop, must take legal advice thereon, I presume, as to 


the correctness of the documents submitted. These are the lim- 
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itations and the hedges which the Church has adopted for her 
protection against unworthy action on her part. They seem 
formidable and, to some people, adequate. But are they? Is 
not collusion possible between husband and wife who have grown 
tired of each other and desire a change of partners? Is not 
one person capable of sinning’ in order simply to break the tie ? 
‘Can judges, on the frontier, be bought so as to make an unjust 
decree? Can false witnesses be found in the interest of one, 
ostensibly the “innocent party,” applying for a decree? Cannot 
private hearings of such cases be decided contrary to law, hu- 


man or divine 2 


But the Bishop is asked to institute all the above inquiries, 
and then to render a decision which, if favorable, allows the 
performance of the rite by a clergyman, even though he (the 
Bishop) may loathe the whole business. I am not sure that the 
Canon is mandatory as respects the Bishop’s part in the matter ; 
but the view of many seems to be that it is. If so, then the 
Bishop’s conscience in the matter is ignored and he becomes 
the mere machine to verify and gratify the lust or the wrong- 
doing of the man or the woman who violates the law of the 
Master and the terms of the original institution which God Him- 
self established at the beginning of time, that one man is for 
one woman until death shall divide them. Third. But, in ad-_ 
dition to all this, there is a strange—to my mind inconsistent— 
feature of this Canon—a feature which respects a priest’s or 
deacon’s conscience and overrides that of a Bishop. The last 
clause in the section of the Canon I have quoted has this provis- 


ion, viz.: “It shall be within the discretion of any minister to 
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decline to solemnize any marriage.” I would, as a matter of 
fairness, that such discretion were accorded the Bishop to refuse 


to consider all such eases should he deem it wise so to do. 


I have expressed myself in these terms on this serious sub- 
ject because, as | read the papers, as [ meet men and women on 
the highways of life, I am appalled at the laxness and latitude 
of feeling on the part of hosts of otherwise honorable men and 
women on this subject. The divorcee has no longer the social 
cold shoulder to fear. Too often she is the interesting curiosity 
of her circle, with some pitying friends and a mass of tolerating 
acquaintances who enjoy discussing, with spicy kindliness, the 
condition of their slightly off-color companion. I am hearing of 
social groups and fashionable functions where the new and the 
old husband meet on common ground, and where cheery inter- 
change between those who have stood confronting each other in 
a divorce court as foes, cause the sneer or the jest of the onlook- 


ing crowd. 


When I recall the fact that in ten years no less than 30,000 
—TJI think I am correct in my statement—divoreces have been 
granted in these United States, I feel that the time has come to 
call a halt, and that this Church needs now to speak with less 


uncertain sound than ever. 


Canon Wineteen 


I doubt not that you desire me to give some expression con- 
cerning that subject which has called out so much distressing 


disputation all over the American Church, and which has been 
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the painful cause of so many secessions from our ranks since 
the first of January. I mean Canon 19. Perhaps some, nay, 
many of its advocates little expected and less desired the un- 
healthy ferment and the grave results which have been its out- 
come. ‘There were, however, wise, foreseeing men, who fore- 
casted the sorrow and the disorder and the confusion and the 
revolt which followed in its train. They left that Convention 
heartsick—many despairing—some feeling that her name was 
Ichabod, that the glory of the Church had departed. To hosts 
of them, important principles which the Church and its formu- 
laries stood for, and which were the true expression of her life 
and teaching, seemed with one fell blow to be crushed to earth, 
or to have been put in total eclipse, or to have been hung in 
chains and consigned to the incarceration which can only result 
in the death penalty at last. Of course, extreme excitement and 
exaggerated fears are too frequently evolved by such—I must 
eall it revolutionary—legislation as was consummated at Rich- 
mond in this direction. It has been said that what was legalized 
there was only a limiting and restricting of a condition exist- 
ing in the Church anterior to the Convention’s action. If so, 
then I say God forgive the portions of the Church where such 
violations of law were rampant and where solemn vows were 
consciously and recklessly broken. Conscience must not be 
taken by the throat and ruthlessly strangled—and the solemn 
word of a Christian man given, must not be flung to the winds 
for any whim of the individual—and the law of a Christian 


Church must not be trampled under foot by the officer who is 
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commissioned to execute it. If this be not true in the eyes of 
all men in the Church, then, alas! for the moral tone and life 
of that Church. But even if there was, here and there, the lack 
of loyal obedience and the violation of solemn oaths, does that 
justify a departure from the fixed principle that has governed 
the Church’s career since the Refermers gave their testimony 
in martyrs’ fires by any official action? Must what we may call 
eternal principles of right be altered because wrong-doers betray 
them or deny them or endeavor to destroy them? The corrective 
for evil action on such a basis would be always the crumbling 
away of right at the command of the wrong-doer, the surrender 
of the good to that which is opposite. The wisdom of such a 
course is not confirmed by human experience. A statute which 
is unnaturally repressive or unjustly prohibitive, or of unrea- 
sonable character, of course, is subject to change—but legally— 
not through dishonor, not by deliberate violation of its demands. 
Justly, however, may we deprecate the irrational and hasty 
impulse which led several of God’s priests to surrender them- 
selves to another obedience; but we will not use angry denun- 
ciation, nor make them, as some seem to have done, the subject 
of our cruel satire. We will remember that there was a day in 
our Mother Church of England, less than a century ago, when 
men of able minds and of an unhealthy sentiment—the New- 
mans, the Fabers, the Froudes, the Wards, and others like them 
—forsock our borders and fled to an alien camp. Exaggeration 
was their bane. The balanced mind, the sound perspective, that 


gave a Pusey and a Williams and a Keble the sober sense of 
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right proportions kept their loyalty and their honor intact, and 


so they turned not their backs upon their mother Church. 


Three years ago I stood in the pretty vicarage at Hursley. 
The beautiful three-gabled Church which John Keble reared 
out of the profits or royalties of the seventy-three editions of his 
Christian Year stood, casting its sacred shadow down upon the 
poet’s abode, where his pen blazed with the holy verses that 
~ have charmed and uplifted Christian souls ever since. I entered 
by invitation the study where his days of meditation and prayer 
were spent. His successor pointed out a pedestal and niche in 
that hallowed and historic room. There, he informed me, for 
years had stood a marble bust of John Newman—in later days 
Cardinal of the Church of Rome. Long before he passed from 
his ancestral home—the Church of England—within the gates 
of the foreign obedience that effigy of the great man was placed 
there. It was a spot of honor in that room, and the Christian 
hymn-writer had it always before his eyes when he sat at his 
desk. It was the spirit of strong men who “took sweet counsel 
together and walked, with God, as friends in His house,”’ that 
tied them in loving bonds. But the day came when they parted 
company as fellow-Churchmen—the day when Newman gave 
allegiance to the Church of Rome. From that date on through 
years a black veil of crape hung loosely over the head of that 
bust—only that—the life of friendship was gone out. Once only 
—a quarter of a century later—the two old friends came to- 
gether in the same place. <A third joined them. It was Rev. 


Dr. Pusey—one of that noted trio of bosom friends. They 
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talked together—but the bloom of the old fellowship, the frank 
interchange of the sweet past, had died long ago. Confidences 
no longer were exchanged. There were the commonplaces only 
of a cold acquaintanceship. Then they separated—each to go 
to his own place. Another veil—a blacker one—was spread 
over that face, never more to be removed. The changed allegi- 
ance had made a changed life, and its barriers had become im- 
passable in this life. But the tenderness and the would-be 
loyalty of Keble was touchingly illustrated. He never removed ; 
he did not destroy that bust of his old friend ;but it was there 
before his eyes ever—the face, indeed, concealed under the pall 
—hbut there was, perhaps, the daily hope and the constant 
prayer that his stiil-loved brother might return to the Father's 
home, and to his own personal fellowship and heart again. I 
give the incident as illustrative of what, perhaps, may be our 
fitting attitude toward our brethren who have fallen out of our 
ranks—may we not. hope for a time only. “In quietness and 
confidence” may be our best strength. Would that the calm mind 
and the earnest purpose to keep the Church plumb to her stand- 
ards by the reversal of such drastic legislation in a legal and 


righteous way might prevail. 


On the other hand, we may, I presume, enter into the feelings 
of those who are intense in their desire for that Utopia where 
Christian unity shall be the happy condition. There are iri- 
descent dreams in which some men allow fancy, vaporous fancy, 
to have full play. Of course, a union of the disjecta membra 
of this broken Christendom should be the deep desire and the 
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ceaseless supplication of all the sons of God. That the family 
of our Father, as one, may gather redeemed around Him, 
engaging in one great act of adoration and in a firm union and 
with a swelling, unending hymn of praise, is the hope, is the 
rapturous longing, of all who genuinely love that Redeemer. 
Bur while the Vatican claims universal sovereignty in the 
Church of God, and while communions of a modern day whose 
place and bald order take their station at the other pole 
and maintain their varied and _ contradictory — shapes, 
unity can only be a hallucination of the romantic. Clasping 
brotherly hands, exchanging of pulpits, sitting together in min- 
isterial associations—these are not the welding forces, these are 
not the golden bands that will knit us together, as united mem- 
bers and docile children, in God’s great family. There is an 
esprit de corps; there is a household atmosphere; there are the 
“secreta’ among those abiding beneath the same roof; there is 
the strange, intangible bond, forged with a stronger force than 
ever welded the wrought iron—there are these vital factors 
which, rooted in the lands of Christendom, I believe, alone can 
serve to rally God’s divided Church under the fold of one great 


banner. 


But let us turn to our Canon which bears upon those who 
may officiate within the Church as amended in the General 
Convention. It is only with the addition that I desire to trouble 


you. The Canon, before it was amended, read as follows: 
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Of persons uot Ministers in this Church officiating in any 


Congregation Thereof. 


“No minister in charge of any congregation of this Chureh 
or in case of vacancy or absence, ro Church wardens, vestrymen,; 
or trustees of the congregation, shall permit any person to of- 
ficiate therein without sufficient evidence of his being duly 
licensed or ordained to minister in this Church; provided that 
nothing herein shall be so construed as to forbid communicants 


of the Church to act as lay readers.”” 


This was a positive prohibition ; the only exception beimg for 
the case of lay readers. By the amendment recently made the 


following words were added: 


“Or to prevent the Bishop of any Diocese or missionary dis- 
trict from giving permission to Christian men not ministers of 
this Church from making addresses in Churches on special oe- 


easions.” 


This does not imply an “open pulpit” in any sense whatever. 


The pulpit is here closed instead. 


Note the restrictions. First. The right to authorize such 
speaking in the Church by any other than the clergy—even by 
licensed lay readers who are communicants of this Church and 
have had proper training therefor—resides only in the Bishop 
of the Diocese. Second. To preach is not permitted even to 
the Bishop to authorize in such cases. Thus no sermons may be 


delivered by such. Nor can they “officiate.” Third. Their 
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allowance is simply that of delivering an address at other than 
the stated times of worship. Fourth. Such addresses may be 
delivered only on special occasions. The regular services, as I 
read the Canon, are not to be intruded on by such extraordinary 
deliveries. J can give no better mterpretation of the permis- 
sions and the restrictions on this subject and the morale of the 
same than by quoting wise words of another of my right rever- 


end brethren: 


A cause for confusion of thought may be found in the mis- 
taken assertion that the word “officiate” does not include preach- 
ing. But Canon 15, of edition 1895, expressly declares the con- 
trary, when it says: ‘‘No minister of this Church shall officiate, 
either by preaching, reading prayers in public worship, or by 


performing any other priestly or ministerial functions,” ete., ete. 


Still another cause of confusion is found in the statement 
made by some that the Church makes a distinction between the 
priestly office and the prophetic office. But the Church has not 
made any such distinction.. On the contrary, if by the “Pro- 
phetic office” is meant the office of preaching, it is clear, from 
the words of the “Form for Ordaining Priests,” that the same 
act of ordination—“Take thou authority to preach the word of 
God and to minister the Holy Sacraments,”—aincludes both in 


the Priestly office. 


The Church by special Canon declares that a communicant 
of the Church, having the Bishop’s license, cannot preach or 
give an address, “unless after instruction and examination, he 


be specially licensed thereto, for urgent needs, by the Bishop.” 
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—_—_—__ 


To a deacon, at his ordination, it is said, ‘Take thou authority 
to read the Gospel in the Church of God, and to preach the same 
if thou be thereto licensed by the Bishop himself.” 


The prayer book declares concerning the official acts of the 
ministers, “that no man might presume to execute any of them, 
except he were first called, tried, examined and known to have 


such qualities as are requisite for the same.” 


Three thorough examinations on subjects carefully prescribed 
are required of the candidate before he can be ordained priest, 
and these are to test and assure his holding and teaching sound 


doctrine. 


If all pleasant speaking about religious subjects, without re- 
gard to soundness of doctrine, were preaching, these careful con- 


ditions might not be required. 


As a Bishop I have promised in my ordination vows, to ‘‘ban- 
isn and drive away from the Church all erroneous and strange 
doctrines.” I am warned that “the time will come when they 
will not ‘endure sound doctrine, but having itching ears will 
heap to themselves teachers.’ I am commanded to charge some 
that they “teach no other doctrine”; to ‘‘reprove and rebuke.” 
How can I do this with those who do not acknowledge my au- 
thority ¢ 


As one of those to whom it is said in Holy Scripture that they 
are “put in trust with the Gospel,” I must be faithful in guard- 
ing that trust. I therefore ask of you, my clergy, that you will 


relieve me of the ungracious duty of determining the problems 
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which inevitably lnk themselves to requests for authority to 
have such addresses delivered in the sanctuary. There are 
parish-houses and guild-halls, and the like. Let us make them 
useful by such gatherings and by the discourse of those who 
can profit men by their expert knowledge of other than sacred 


concerns. 


But now bear with me in some comments on Canon 19, in its 
practical working. J am in agreement, first, with some of the 
Bishops in their conclusion that it 1s unconstitutional. The 
argument in proof of this view is a long one and would tire you 
were I to present it. But I believe it to be thoroughly logical. 
Suffice it to say that our standards and formularies provide only 
for ministrations of such ministers as have in accordance with 
our law been ordained by the Episcopate. The one exception 
is the communicant of this Church, Episcopally authorized after 
proper training and due examination. Such alone are permitted 
to preach where emergency requires. Can a Bishop, then, even 
by authority of a Canon of the General Convention, legally allow 


others to officiate or preach? I trow not. 


Second. To my mind it is a violation of a business contract 
for ministers of other bodies to be asked to occupy our pulpits 
or fill other engagements to address a congregation of this 
Church. Why? Because the renters of pews and the contribut- 
ors to the parish support do so, as members of this Church, for 
its ministrations only. If it were Presbyterian or Methodist 
service they desired, they would seek it in the places of worship 


where these may be obtained. 
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Third. Again, when a Church is consecrated, the solemn pe- 
tition to the Bishop from rector and vestry declares that said 
building is to be set apart from all unhallowed and worldly 
uses, and is to be devoted only to the worship and teaching of 
this Protestant Episcopal Church, in accordance with its canons, 
rites, liturgy, ceremonies and usages. Any other action in refer- 
ence to it, and within its walls, it seems to me, would be a breach 
of trust. Hor many a Chureh in this Diocese, for instance, was 
reared through the self-denying labor and at the cost of faith- 
ful and godly laymen and lay women who have gone to their rest, 
and who gave their money and their toil to and for alone the 
Episcopal Church, its worship and concerns. I find my con- 
science, therefore, in view of these two last suggestions, at vari- 
ance with the allowances of this Canon. Some one may ask, is 
not a general canon the supreme law under such circumstances 2 
I ask, is it, where vested rights are concerned? May it not thus 
become unconstitutional, should these be disregarded? Each 
parish is an individual and separate corporation with its limita- 
tions through State statutes—but with its rights also under the 
same authority. The lawyers can tell me whether a contributor 
to the erection of a church and a contributor to its support is not 
competent to go into a court of law and recover damages should 
the property, even oceasionally, be alienated for other uses than 
those specified in the original compart—the compact at conse- 


eration. Such are, as I think, serious legal aspects of the matter. 


But a question that confronts me and that “will not down” 


is this. It is a gentlemanly act. for me to authorize the preach- 
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ing of any minister of another Christian body in one of our 
churches without saying to him frankly, ““My Church seems not 
to recognize the validity of your orders, because if you came to 
me as Bishop, seeking admission to even the Diaconate of this 
Chureh I would be compelled to inform you that in order to 
such a step you must receive another erdination at my hands. 
However liberal my own feeling in the matter might be, how- 
ever broad my notions as to your right to administer Sacra- 
ments and authoritatively preach the Gospel there is no power 
given me by this Church to acknowledge officially your minis- 
try, and so, as an honest man, I must say to you, much though 
I may honor your splendid Christian character, much though 
you may have done in the direction of sacred Christian work, 
you are still in the eyes of this Church a layman and whatever 
the allowance granted you in the way of speaking there is no 
official recognition of you as a minister. J may not by the law 
of this Church ask you to officiate at our altar, pronounce abso- 
lution or benediction, or perform any other office in the Church. 
This is a seeming reflection upon you, a reputable, blameless 


Christian man.” 


I should shrink from saying such things, much less to sub- 
ject him to the seeming inconsistent position in which he would ° 
be placed. We need to be honest and manly in this matter, 
brethren. Ought we to be guilty of insult to devoted, religious 
men who are ministering to hosts of earnest Christian people ? 


Again I say, I trow not. 


But let us simply glance at this matter in the concrete by 
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an instance of about twenty or more years ago. In the city 
of New York, at that time, the rector of a great parish—in- 
clined to be what is called liberal—during Holy Week invited 
ministers of the Baptist, Presbyterian, Methodist, Congrega- 
tional, Lutheran and Unitarian bodies to preach or make ad- 
dresses in his church. “ The result was that about 180 of the 
clergy of the Diocese sent a solemn protest to the Bishop against 
the action. It created a great excitement of course. Thereupon 
the rector of that parish explained to his Bishop and through 
the newspapers that his request for their services and his invita- 
tion to preach was in accordance with the Canon of that day 
licensing lay readers to preach. Immediately a storm of re- 
sentment came from some of the ministers, as having been de- 
ceived, claiming that they only performed such offices under 
recognition of their orders as ministers of Christ and with 
the supposition that the liberal brother in so acting was broader 
and less narrow than his Church. And so they were an of- 
fended body of men because their ordination had been ignored, 
their claim as Christian ministers disregarded and their treat- 
ment had been that of mere laymen. I think they were justi- 


fied in having a righteous indignation. 


In this Diocese only five applications, he is grateful to say, 
have been made to the Bishop in this behalf. I will mention 
the parishes lest some other request has been made and the mail 


has failed to bring it to me. 


1. St. George’s, Rochester, two. 


2. Church of the Redeemer, Addison. 
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3. Trinity, Warsaw. 
4. Trinity, Buffalo. 
5. Zion, Palmyra. 


In each ease I have stated that I deemed the proposed ser- 


vices inexpedient. 
Revised Form Parochial Report 


It will be remembered that, last year, a resolution was adopt- 
ed in the Council requesting the Bishop to simplify the form 
of the parochial report. It was an agreeable resolution to him. 
He had been thoroughly convinced of the difficulties and bur- 
dens for his reverend brethren presented in the blanks which 
have tormented them needlessly in the years past. While in 
form forwarded to them this year he has not made a large num- 
ber of eliminations, yet it will be found, I am sure, that much 
unnecessary labor and mental puzzling has been blotted from 


their lives. 


(Missionary Departments 


Possibly you will recall the fact, my brethren, that during 
the meetings of the General Convention a Canon was adopted 
dividing the Church of the land into Missionary Departments. 
eight in number. Our Diocese falls within the second of these 
| which ineludes all those within the States of New 
York and New Jersey and the Missionary District of Porto 


Rico. 


divisions 


Any department, in accordance with the Canon, may organ- 
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ize a Missionary Council auxiliary to the Board of Missions. 
That Couneil shall be composed of all the Bishops, officially resi- 
dent within the Department, and of four Clerical and four 
Lay representatives from each of the several Dioceses and Mis- 
sionary Districts within said Department. The Clerical and 
Lay representatives are to be elected by the Couneil—or Con- 


vention—of each Dioeese. 


It becomes our duty therefore, at this Council to choose the 
representatives for Western New York, masmuch as the Senior 
Bishop of the Department, the Right Reverend Dr. Doane, has 
issued a eall to the first session of the Missionary Couneil for the 
Second Missionary Department which will be held in New York 


on the 4th day of November, at eleven o’clock. 


It seems to me appropriate at this stage of my address to 


state what the powers of such Couneil, when constituted, will be. 


First—It will provide for its own organization and select a 
descriptive name for the Department. 

Seeond—It shall elect, subject to the approval of the Board 
of Missions, a Department Secretary whose compensation shall be 
fixed and paid by the said Board. He shall hold his office dur- 
ing the pleasure of said Board and he shall work under its di- 
rection. 

Third—It shall select a representative other than the De- 
partment Secretary who shall have the right to attend all meet- 
ings of the Board of Missions with the privilege of the floor, but 
without the right to vote. 


Fourth—It shall promcte the holding of Missionary meetings 
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and take all such measures to foster missionary interest within 
the Department, as are not inconsistent with the Constitution 
and Canons of the General Convention or of any Diocese within 


the Department. 


It is the hope, as, I believe, of those who are responsible for 
the enactment of this Canon, that a desire on the part of cer- 
tain sections of the Church for a closer touch with, and a more 
direct representation in, the Board may thus be met. It has 
been argued that an Executive Body, with headquarters and 
all its sessions held in New York City, two-thirds of whose mem- 
bers lve within two hundred and seventy-five miles of that 
city, cannot wisely administer for the needs of a Church extend- 
ing from Alaska to Florida, and stretching Eastward to China 
and Africa, and Westward to the Sandwich Islands and _be- 


yond. 


It is now contended that as each Department will have its own 
accredited representative with a place in the meetings of that 
Body, and with the right to present the claims of the section for 
which he can speak through personal familiarity with its econ- 
dition and wants, that a more equitable system of nurture and 
administration for our Missions will result. Whatever the out- 
come may be in this direction, I personally must confess that I 
believe a new step forward in the interest of the whole work to 


have been made by this action of the Convention. 


But another advantage, as it seems to me, must result, and 
one, too, of high importance. This grouping of Dioceses and 
this meeting together of representatives from each to com- 


mune together and to plan and labor for the great cause of the 
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extension of the Kingdom must have happiest outcome. It seems 
to me that it gives greater definiteness to the general missionary 
eause for the Diocese, the parish, the individual. Men of our 
choice, speaking for us, learning for us, are brought close to the 
beating heart of the work. They touch its pulse and feel its 
throbs and bring us back the inspiration that comes to them— 
and, too, the knowledge and the plans which give fire and interest 
to it all. I am hoping that in our Diocese we will make choice of 


men yearning for the spread 


fit men to enter upon such duties 
of Christ’s truth and for the establishment of His Holy Church 


wherever men live and move and haye their being. 


General Missions 


The General Missions of the Church certainly eall for our 
larger sympathy. Amplifying and enlarging as they are, year 
by year; showing as they do, richer and richer results for our 
Master, ought not we, as clergy and laity of this Diocese, recog- 
nize and meet the new and greater obligations—which are ours 
—with the rest of the Chureh? Our own spiritual life will have 
larger growth as we realize and meet the call of this ever-extend- 
ing duty. It is our blessed Lord’s voice that calls to it—and 


shall we go our way unheeding? 


It is with a gratified voice that I tell you of several parishes 
that during the year past have with a zealous labor met their 
apportionments. They set their eyes on the goal—and it was 
reached. There was the breathless effort, the strain and panting 


in some eases; but the end was triumph. 


Nhe Mission-work of the Diocese has been earried on with 


peculiar application and zeal by my’ Reverend brethren, the 
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Archdeacons and the other Missionaries. Some have gone from 
us and others are coming to us. The new points reached— 
which are in their infancy—would be benefitted could more care 
be given them by the Archdeacons, because the people in these 
places are able to do, financially, very lttle for themselves; but 
the energetic brethren who are filling these two honorable posts 
are very busy “‘lengthening the cords and strengthening the 


stakes’’ in their respective fields of labor. 


The income of funds for the work in both Archdeaconries was 
more than adequate to meet the needs of the year. As a conse- 
quence we came to the Annual Meetings at the end of April 
with a fair surplus in each treasury. It was in part, however, 
seeming, as surplus in each case. The first of May brought 
again the distribution of stipends to the Missionaries to whom 
they go quarterly—and I am glad to say, promptly—and so 
there was depletion, but not to entire emptiness of the treasury 
in either ease. It is a good sign, men and brethren, of the reality 
of your religion and of the power of the Gospel upon you when- 
ever in troublous financial days, you, the representatives of the 
Diocese and your constituents, the attendants and communicants 
of your Churches, meet thus fully the necessities of the Mission- 
work of Western New York. If I am not mistaken, to a larger 
degree than for many years. have funds come to us for the 
extension of our. Master’s Kingdom within our Diocese. It 
would seem that because the Church has practically declared 
anew what is its faith, and that men have had their Christian 
hope and belief steadied and fixed and strengthened by author- 


itative declaration that new courage has come, and that the 
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Kingdom of our Lord and His Christ has, more than ever, the 


love and service of His children here. Laus Deo. 


Salaries of the Clergy 


While upon this subject of income for Mission work and 
salaries of missionaries, I would turn your attention briefly 
to the theme germane to this, namely the salaries, generally, of 
our clergy. ‘The story is the same this year as last and as the 
year before—expense of living undiminished practically, and 
yet salaries in many eases fixed and indelible. But I must make 
record here that some vestries, having a sense of the real con- 
ditions of the time, have voluntarily added to their Rector’s 
income from the income of the parish. I could mention sev- 
eral instances of this material and sympathetic regard and help- 
fulness. I will refrain from naming the parishes that have 
thus comforted their Rectors’ hearts, because | would not make 
invidious distinctions. But will I be thought, dear brethren of 
the laity, obtrusive in my counsel to you who have taken no 
step in this direction should I whisper gently, ‘‘Go and do thou 


likewise ?’’ 


I must add in this connection, and so drop the subject, 
that while in some cases a permanent advance in salary has not 
been made, yet in them generous gifts in the course of the year, 
by individuals or by organizations of the parish, or by the 
vestry officially, or through larger offerings at the Thanks- 
giving Day service have made pastors’ hearts glad and pas- 


tors’ homes more comfortable and cheery. 


It seems to me not inappropriate at this stage of my Ad- 
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dress to call attention once more to the annual offering of which 
I have just made mention—that of Thanksgiving Day. By 
a gracious rule of the Diocese that collection is solely and en- 
tirely for the personal use of the Rector of the parish and his 
family—a supplement of love from the flock. He cannot plead 
for liberality in giving on that day. The delicacy of a gentle- 
man in the interests that concern himself prevent. He can 
make earnest entreaty in behalf of every cause; but here his 
tongue is silent. Duty, however, demands that the object be 
presented for your generous gifts, brethren of the laity. It 
is Diocesan law. As a faithful son of the Church and as a 
loyal clergyman to his bishop he will be constrained to call the 


notice of his flock to that offering. 


May I introduce a word of suggestion here. It is a sad 
feature of our modern life that congregations on Thanksgiving 
Day are very much diminished. It is too little the holy-day, too 
much the holiday. Should duty of any kind or recreation pre- 
vent the attendance of any of the laity at the service on that 
day of national joyfulness and gratitude, would it not be a 
sweet and Christian deed for each to send his offering on the 
day or deposit it in the alms-basin on the following Sunday? 
IT leave the matter for your thought—may I not hope for a 
practical and generous action on the part of all my people, 
the attendants at our Churches through the length and breadth 


of this Diocese of Western New York. 


Personal Lrperiences 


The work of your Bishop during the year has been on a 


scale somewhat larger than usual in the matter of services 
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attended, meetings held and interviews with one and another 
in the interest of the General Church and the Diocese. Matters 
of a distressing nature, and some of a vexatious and perplex- 
ing character, have come to him. Regarding these, however, he 


feels constrained to refrain from speech—at least at present.. 


It has been my privilege during the year to officiate at the 
baptism of one adult. I likewise married one couple. It be- 
came my sad duty, in two or three cases it was almost heart- 
breaking, to lay to rest in the grave four beloved friends. One 
Church whose debt was not entirely paid at completion was 
dedicated by me. Two comfortable rectories were set apart for 
their sacred and gracious purpose by me. I awarded their 
medals and. certificates of honorable service to St. Andrew’s 
Cadets. I confered their diplomas upon the girls of our St. 
Margaret’s School, those of the Livingston Park Seminary, and 
upon the youths of De Veaux College on their respective grad- 


uating days. 


In the higher work of the Episcopate I was privileged to 
receive one into the Diaconate and to advance two of my 
sons in the Gospel to the Priesthood. I have attended—and 
presided—at nearly all of seventy-six meetings related to the 
interests and organizations of the Diocese. These do not in- 
elude the many happy gatherings where I meet officially the 
vestries of parishes or trustees of different Missions. I have 
officiated at one hundred and seventy-four services. consisting 
of morning or evening prayer. One hundred and twenty-nine 
sermons have been preached by me. The addresses which I 


have made on occasions of very varied character have num-

bered one hundred and twenty-two. One hundred and eleven 
different Confirmation services have been held, and the total 
number received to the higher privileges of the Church through 
that Apostolic Rite were 1436, the largest number in the Diocese © 


within one year. 


This is the record of the tangible, visible work done by 
your Bishop in this past twelvemonth. His interviews with 
individuals and organizations and groups of Christian people. 
formally and informally, on spiritual affairs and on ecclesi- 
astical matters; his many conversations that have for their 
object the comforting and_ strengthening of human ygouls 
through God’s merciful grace; his journeyings hither and 
thither to study problems and settle difficulties and compose 
variances—these have no record here. God knows what the 
results are, what the poor efforts, what the failures in it all. 
But He reads the heart and knows that the steady unchang- 
ing purpose of him who is appointed your leader is to do his 
smail part, humbly, relying on the Saviour’s pitying help 
that His Kingdom may be enlarged, and His truth established, 
and His children comforted and stayed by His holy and ever- 
lasting power. As is always my privilege the people of my 
charge—clerical and lay—have received my visits among them 
as the Pastor pastorum, and as shepherd of the great flock 
with a more than former welcome and kindness. This has been 
manifested in peculiar and gracious and innumerable new 
ways. The sympathy and the loyalty spoken as protest against 
and as cordial accord with me in view of certain experiences 
with certain have touched me deeply, and have given me ever 


closer and dearer relationship to the Diocese in all its borders. 
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The support in right of Christian men is stay and comfort 
amid the responsibilities of office and of hfe, and so brethren, 
for the warmth of words and the wholesale kindliness of deed 
that have come to me from you, everywhere in my field, I ask 
the acceptance of the full gratitude of my whole heart. What 
genial firesides I have sat by; what warm hand-clasps I have 
felt; what generous utterances of personal affection; what 
sympathetic declarations of direct loyalty as well as official de- 
votion; what unasked pledges of special and definite support; 
what touching acts of a generous love have given heht and aid 
and beunteous blessing to my heart during the year past it 
would require hours for me to relate here. For it all, again, 
I speak my profound thanks to the thousands of Communi- 
cants and other friends in the Diocese who have so moved me 
and gladdened my life and given larger heart and grace to my 


sacred labors. 
I would, indeed, be neghgent of my duty should I make 


no reference to certain organizations within the Diocese in® 
which a self-sacrificing devotion and a generous zeal are con- 
tinually manifest. The Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of 
Missions in its great work stands, I think, No. 8 as to member- 
ship and gifts for the cause in the whole Church. The Girls’ 
Friendly Society, I believe, is No. 5 as to work and numbers. 
The ‘‘Daughters of the King’’ has a good strength. The Junior 
Auxiliary is thoroughly alive, and it is refreshing to note the 
interest with which they come together at box-packing and on 
other occasions upon which they are summoned together. The 
Junior Brotherhood of St. Andrew and its parent, the Brother- 


hood proper, show a sound life. The ‘‘Laymen’s League’’ of 
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Buffalo, a strong force in the Mission-work of the Diocese, has 


been—is—doing faithful work at the Bishop’s behest. 


Last, although not least, I must speak of the Babies’ Branch 
or “‘Little Helpers,’’ the child of our own Diocese—born here— 
but today a power for beautiful work in perhaps forty Dioceses 
of our American Church. It is now under the banner of the 


Board of Missions and is one of its Auxiliaries. 


And now, in elosing, I pray for you each that our Father’s 
blessing may be with you—and His guidance, too, in all your 


goings out and comings in. 


The Council’s work is begun and we will each by the 
Holy Spirit’s help, do our part faithfully and in accordance 


with our Master’s will. So shall grace and peace abide with us.

Reports of Officers and Committees 


(Zl) Report of the Standing Committee 


To the Seventy-first Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Standing Committee herewith reports its official acts for the 
diocesan year 1907-8: 


June 4th, 1907. 


The committee met in St. Paul’s Parish House, Buffalo, and organ- 
ized by the election of the Rey. J. A. Regester, D. D., President, and the 
Rey. Walter North, L.. H. D. Secretary. The stipend of one hundred 
dollars was voted for the secretary. 


Assessments were ordered at 2% per cent. for the support of the 
Episcopate; 2% per cent. for diocesan expenses. 


A list of offerings was directed to be sent to the parishes. 


In accordance with the direction of the Diocesan Council of 1907 the 
secretary was directed to pay to the Rev. H. S. Dennis the annual retiring 
allowance of $400 in quarterly payments in advance, from May Ist, 1907. 


The Standing Committee recommended such modification of the Canon 
on Retiring Allowances by the Committee on Canons, as would make its 
meaning clearer, and Judge Brown was requested to convey such recom- 
mendation. 
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Dr. Smith, as special committee on the removal of the remains of the 
late Bishop De Lancey, reported that, at the request of the relatives of 
the late Bishop, further action was deferred until the Fall. 


The Secretary of the Council was directed to accept the offer of The 
Spendelow Printing Co. to print the Journal of the Council for $265.00. 
Sundry bills approved by the Financial Board were directed to be paid. 


Regular meetings of the committee were ordered for the first Tues- 
days in September, November, January, March and May. 


November 6th, 1907. 


Carl William New was recommended as a candidate for Holy Orders. 
Sundry bills approved by the Financial Board were directed to be paid. 


The President and Secretary were authorized to execute a demand 
note for $1,000.00, to pay the expenses of the Diocese.

Assistance was given to Messrs. Love & Keating to correct a blunder 
in the legal proceedings connected with the sale of property of St. John’s 
Church, Buffalo, and to give a quit-claim deed to cover surplus property 
owned by the church adjacent to the site proper. 


The committee authorized to execute a note for one-thousand dollars, 
having failed in securing the same, was authorized to prepare a letter 
to the parishes, asking the advance of one-half the assessment for Dio- 
cesan expenses at this time, so as to pay pressing demands. 


A communication was received from the Registrar concerning the 
Archives Room. 


January 22d, 1908. 


Consent was given to the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen 
of St. James’ Church in Batavia for the sale of the church, parish house 
and property of the corporation in the village of Batavia to Batavia 
Lodge, I. O. O. F., for the sum of eleven thousand five hundred dollars 
($11,500.00), payable in cash on delivery of said premises, and that such 
consent for the presentation of a petition by said Rector, Wardens and 
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Vestrymen to the Court for an order authorizing and directing said sale 
be also given.

Webster Hakes, M. D., Rev. Franklin Lee Metcalf, when they have passed 
their examinations. 


The term of the Rev. C. W. Hayes, D. D., Warden, having expired, 
the Board nominated three clergymen to fill the vacancy, whereupon the 
Bishop selected the Rev. C. W. Hayes, D. D., the present incumbent, for 
the ensuing three years. 


The Warden was authorized to remove the library of the school to his 
own house and to dispose of extra volumes in the library, in accordance 
with his request, to clergymen of the Diocese. 


March 3d, 1908. 


The Warden of the Divinity School announced the death of the Rev. 
L.. B. Van Dyck, D. D., lecturer on Ecclesiastical Polity and Canon Law. 
On motion and at his request, the Warden was asked to deliver the lectures 
on Eeelesiastical Polity and Canon Law until further notice. 


April 29th, 1908. 


A special committee was appointed to prepare a minute expressive 
of the sense of this Board in the death of the Rev. L. B. Van Dyck, D. D., 
which presented the following, which, on motion, was adopted: 


‘¢The Board of Education desires to put upon record its sense of 
acknowledgment of the long and faithful service of the Rev. L. B. 
Van Dyck, D. D., for many years a member of the Standing Committee 
and the Diocesan Boards, sometime also President and Secretary. Since 
his retirement from the same he has given efficient service in the DeLancey 
Divinity School as lecturer upon NHeclesiastical Polity and Canon Law 
with great advantage to the students and the appreciation of its authorities. 
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‘*‘Painstaking, careful, efficient in the discharge of every duty, he has 
left a record of honor which marks him as one of the makers of a great 
and honorable Diocese.

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REPORT OF THE WARDEN 


To the Right Rev. the Bishop and the Board of Education of the 
Diocese cf Western New York, the Warden of the DeLancey Divinity 
School respectfully reports: 


Of the eleven students on the books of the school at the beginning of 
the past year, four have been unable, from illness or other causes, to 
attend the lectures regularly. The remaining seven have done very satis- 
factory work throughout the year. Of these, four, the Rev. Messrs. Hakes 
and Metcalf of the Diocese of Central New York, and Messrs. Raines 
and Clough of this Diocese, the latter a lay reader, have completed the 
full course of the school. Two, the Rev. Mr. Wadsworth of Central New 
York, and Mr. Ransom of this Diocese, have completed their second year. 
Three others, Messrs Meacham, New and Milley, all of this Diocese, have 
been admitted during the year. 


We have to regret a great loss to the school in the decease of its oldest 
lecturer, the Rev. Louis Bevier Van Dyck, D. D., on the 7th of January 
last. Elected May 1, 1896, on the nomination of Bishop Coxe, as Profes- 
sor of Pastoral Theology, he was appointed on the present organization 
of the school in 1900 to the Chair of Eeclesiastical Polity and Law, in 
which he had from that time given most faithful and effective service. 
Tt need hardly be said that he was greatly revered and beloved by All 
connected with the school. The two courses of lectures since his death 
have been taken by the Warden. 


There have been added to the library 401 volumes, making the present 
number of first copies 3,413. Of these 126, besides 119. duplicates, were 
a gift from the library of the late Rev. Osgood E. Herrick, D. D., U.S. A,, 
of Watertown, N. Y., a student of the school of 1850-51, by his nieces. 
Of the 1,216 duplicates reported last year, including text-books, all but 
223 of those which were not text-books, have been distributed, by order 
of the Board of Education, to the present and former lecturers and stu- 
dents of the school, by whom they will be well appreciated and used. The 
rest of the library, about 4,000 volumes, including text-books, has been 
transferred from the library building of Hobart College, where there was 
no longer room for it, to the Divinity School House, 60 Park Place, Geneva,

FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1907 


Niagara Falls, N. Y., Feb. 8, 1908. 


To the Bishop and Standing Committee, Diocese of Western New York: 
Gentlemen :— 


The Trustees of DeVeaux College for Orphan and Destitute Children 
respectfully submit herewith their report for the year ending December 
31, 1907, in compliance with the terms of the charter of this corporation. 


Boys only are taken. The total number received on the Foundation 
during the year 1907 was 29. The average number maintained during the . 
year was 23. The greatest number in attendance at any one time was 23. 
The least number in attendance at any one time was 23. The age of the 
youngest boy received was 13 years, and that of the oldest boy 18 years. 


The course of study remains the same substantially as heretofore 
published in the register, and is the same as that followed in the High 
Schools and the two upper grades of the Grammar Schools in New York 
State. 

Schedule ‘‘A’’ hereto annexed, gives the balance sheet of the books 
of account at the close of business December 31, 1907. 


Schedule ‘‘B’’ hereto annexed, is a statement showing all cash trans- 
actions in the interest-bearing endowment funds during the year 1907, and 
the standing of the endowment funds at close of business December 31, 
1907. Certificates of the Fidelity Trust Company of Buffalo, N. Y., are 
attached to this schedule, showing that the amounts of cash of the dif- 
ferent endowment funds on hand at December 31, 1907, were upon that 
date on deposit in the Fidelity Trust Company. These deposits draw 4% 
interest. 


Schedule ‘‘C’’ hereto annexed, is a statement of receipts and dis- 
bursements of the income account for the year ending December 31, 1907. 
Attached to this schedule is a certificate of the Niagara Falls Trust Com- 
pany, showing the amount of cash on hand at December 31, 1907, as 
reported in this statement to be upon deposit in said company. 
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Schedule ‘‘D’’ hereto annexed, is a list of real estate, bonds and 
mortgages of the general endowment fund of the college at December 
ol, 190". 


Schedule ‘‘E’’ hereto annexed, is a list of the bonds and mortgages of 
the Strickland fund at December 31, 1907. 


Schedule ‘‘F’’ hereto annexed, is a list of the bonds and mortgages 
of the Charles Kennedy Endowment Fund at December 31, 1907. 


Schedule ‘‘G’’ hereto annexed, is a list of the land contracts of the 
general endowment fund of the College at December 31, 1907. 


Schedule ‘‘H’’ hereto annexed, is a list of the real estate owned by 
the corporation.

As will be seen by reference to schedule ‘‘A,’’ the balance sheet as 
at December 31, 1907, shows the corporation indebted for borrowed 
moneys, in order to meet the expenses of the school, $3,000.00, this sum 
being an increase of $1,000.00 over the previous year’s report. Taking 
into consideration income cash cn hand and in the hands of the Head 
Master at the close of business December 31, 1907, namely, $498.76, 
schedule ‘‘A’’ shows an apparent deficit in the income of the corporation 
of $2,501.24. At the close of the year the past due interest on bonds and 
mortgages amounted to $866.95, and at the close of the year there was 
earned interest (not yet due) on the bonds and mortgages of the corpora- 
tion amounting to $1,835.74. The system of bookkeeping takes no account 
of interest past due and unpaid, or interest earned, but not due, as assets 
upon the books of the corporation. While the Trustees regret that, 
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owing to the financial stringency, they have been compelled to borrow 
money with which to run the College, it will, however, appear from the 
above statement that, in fact, they have not exceeded the legitimate 
income assets of the College in the expenditures of the past year. 


Due to the opportunity presented by the stringency in the money 
market in the Fall of 1907, the Trustees were enabled to raise the rate 
of interest on all 5% mortgages that were past due to 6%, and, while 
it will undoubtedly be necessary,.under more tavorable financial condi- 
tions, to reduce the rate on a number of these loans to 5%, the fact 
remains that, at the present time, all of the invested funds of the corpora~ 
tion are drawing 6%, with the exception of $9,200.00, represented by 
mortgages not yet matured that were made at 5%. 


The increase in the rate of interest upon the mortgages will result 
in an increase in the income of the corporation for the year 1908, and 
will, it is hoped, enable the trustees to reduce, if not entirely pay off, the 
loans which it has been found necessary to carry in order to meet the 
current expenses of the school. 


The Trustees take pleasure in reporting that on October 9, 1907, they 
received from Mr. Charles Kennedy of Buffalo, N. Y., a gift of $1,000.00 
to be added to the endowment fund of the College, and it will be seen in 
the statements herewith that said donation has been entered upon the 
books of the corporation, and will hereafter be known, as ‘‘The Charles 
Kennedy Endowment Fund.’’ 


The Trustees also have pleasure in stating that during the year 1907 
there was received, through the Rev. W. C. Roberts of Corning, a gift 
of $150 toward the income fund of the College and a further donation 
of $150 from the same source has been promised before the close of the 
present school year. These donations enabled the Trustees to take on 
one additional boy, who had previously been elected to the waiting list. 
dt is the hope of the Trustees that from similar generosity of other donors 
they may be able in the future, from year to year, to take on additional 
boys, who are orphan and destitute children, and who have been elected 
to the waiting list and are waiting for an opportunity only to receive 
the benefits that DeVeaux College can give them. During the year 1907 
a gift of $25 was also received from one of the officers of the College to 
help defray the expense of issuing the Trustees’ appeal for donations to 


the endowment fund.

Report of the Archdeacon of Buffalo 


The Rt.-Rev. Wm. D. Walker, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of the Diocese: 


Rev. Father in Gods 


It was resolved by the members of the Archdeaconry of Buffalo, 
assembled in annual session in St. Mary’s Church, Buffalo, on Tuesday, 
April 28, to print in leaflet form, separate from the Diocesan Journal, 
the report of the Archdeacon’s work during the past year, condition of the 
Missions, and any other facts or data that may be of interest to all for 
the sustaining and extensionof Diocesan Missions. 


In accordance with that request the Archdeacon of Buffalo hereby 
submits a brief report of his work which under your direction we have 
been doing in this part of God’s vineyard during the past council year. 
It may be well to ask the question for the information of all concerned: 
What is meant by the term ‘‘Archdeaconry?’’ Well, our Diocese embraces 
fifteen counties. Its area is over eleven thousand square miles. Its popu- 
lation is something over a million souls. In 1895 the Diocese in order to 
do and carry on its missionary work was divided into two districts or 
Archdeaconries. That is to say, Buffalo and Rochester. The former com- 
prises the counties of Erie, Niagara, Wyoming, Allegany, Chautauqua, and 
part of Genesee. The latter Monroe, Orleans, Livingston, Steuben, Wayne, 
Ontario, Yates, Schuyler and part of Genesee, so that when Diocesan mis- 
sions are spoken of as mentioned in this Diocese, we mean in one word— 
our Archdeaconries. ‘What is the Archdeaconry of Buffalo? We reply, it 
is our Church in the six and a half counties in the western part of the 
Diocese as charged with the duty of ministering to all the scattered chil- 
dren of the Church, within this territory. The Archdeacon is a General 
Missionary and Minister in charge whose parish is the whole of the Church 
work not included in or in connection with regular organized parishes. 
He is appointed by the Bishop, and his term of office is for three years. 


The missionary work has been carried on during the past year on the 
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same lines as in the past, by the Archdeacon. I have tried with God’s help 
to do the work, conscientiously, to the best of my ability. However, I 
cannot close my eyes to the fact as I go about the field that I can feel 
satisfied. No, I am compelled to acknowledge so much that may be and 
should be done had I more time, or if more money and men were at hand to 
send into the field. Still, I notice here and there among the missions, 
much evidence of growth and progress, the members in attendance at. ser- 
vices, the candidates for Holy Baptism and Confirmation, the reception of 
the Holy Communion, offerings for missions, improvements made to the 
Church properties. In fact, I may say, never in any year of my holding 
the office of Archdeacon, have the services been larger attended or more 
interest manifested. A clergyman can do his work best, only when he 
knows the people of the community and they have had time to know and 
respect him. Influence and success come from constant personal relation 
and patient continuance in well doing. The Archdeacon has _ personally 
ministered to the following missions during the year: Angola, Attica, 
Alden, Bolivar, Brant and Newtown (Indians), Brocton, Corfu, Darien 
Center, East Randolph, Franklinville, Gowanda, Hamburg, Hinsdale, Irving, 
Randolph, Sinelairville, Perry, Springville, Ellicottville and Napoli. 

- There is a* provision made by the Missionary Board by which a 
stipend is given to the clergymen who is a rector, but whose parish is not 
self-supporting, and agrees to give services outside his parish to some near- 
by mission. In this way provision is made for a number of our missions. 
The clergyman is a missionary of the Board and from whom reports of his 
work are made quarterly, viz.: 


Chautauqua and Hartfield—Rector of Mayville. 
Forestville—Rector of Silver Creek. 

Little Valley—Rector of Salamanea. 
Belfast—Rector of Angelica. 

Steel Plant—Rector of St. Phillip’s, Buffalo. 


Hamburg, Gowanda and Iroquois School and Asylum—Rey. R. A. 
Griesser. 


Springville, Vacant July 1—Rector of Ellicottville. 
Belvedere and Friendship, vacant April—Rector of Belmont. 


Rev. H. Curtis Whedon ordained Deacon on Ascension Day by the 
Bishop, will be placed ia charge of Randolph and East Randolph on June 1. 
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Still, there are other missions which are parochial and who do not look 
to the Board for their maintenance. The rectors are able to assume these 
outside labors in addition to their parochial work: 


St, Bartholomew’s Mission, Buffalo, and Orchard Park—Rector St. 
James’, Buffalo. 

St. Mark’s Chapel, Buffalo—Rector St. Mark’s, Buffalo. 

Echota—Rector, Niagara Falls. 

Kenmore—Rector Good Shepherd, Buffalo. 

Depew—Rector St. Paul’s, Buffalo. 

Boardmansville—Rector Olean. 

Ripley—Rector Westfield. 

Epiphany, Buffalo—Rector St. Simon’s, Buffalo. 

Roland—Rector St. Jude’s, Buffalo, 

Oleott, Brookside and All Saints, Lockport—Rector Lockport. 

Suffice it for your Archdeacon to make mention of certain facts and 
data of some of the missions of the Archdeaconry. 

Attica has improved its Church property; a new roof put on their 
Church; the building painted; the walls decorated; the Guild has in hand 
several hundred dollars for further improvements. 

Corfu is raising a fund to fix over its structure. 

Irving about to lay a cement walk. ; 

Brant (Indian)—The Church has been painted, new carpets laid in 
hall and chancel; sheds built and painted; grounds plowed and seeded. 

Springville—The walls are handsomely decorated; a goodly sum is 
at hand to purchase a new organ. 

Perry has paid $75 on its mortgage; a candidate for Holy Orders is in 
charge. 

East Randolph has almost paid its indebtedness. 

Randolpkh—Cement walks; roof shingled. 

Bolivar has secured a lot, and have in subscription toward a new 
Chureh some $800. 


Darien Center has bought the Seventh Day Adventists’ Church property 
for $520; have on hand about $350 toward remodeling and making it a 
Church building. 
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Angola has bought a lot for $325; plans have been secured and it is 
hoped to build shortly. | 


Franklinville—A small legacy, $100, has been willed to the mission 
by a Presbyterian. 


Sinclairville has improved its property; all the improvements and addi- 
tion to the mission’s property have been paid by the people of the local 
mission. 


Your Archdeacon reports the following summary of statistics for the 
year ending May 1, 1908: 


Morning Prayer—55 times; attendance, 2790; average, 51. Evening 
Prayer—185 times; attendance, 7880; average, 43. Litany—22 times. 
Penitential office, 10 times. -Holy Communion—Public, 108 times; present, 
3011; average, 28; private, 4 times, received, 1729; average, 16. Holy 
Baptism: Infants, 27; adults, 18; total, 45; confirmed, 41 marriages, 3; 
burials, 25; sermons and addresses, 338; Sunday schools, 11; teachers, 26; 
scholars, 230; catechising, 30; pastoral calls ,1120; hospital calls, 12; 
meetings in interest of the missions, 32; Sunday School Christmas Tree fes- 
tivals, 7; Sunday School pienics, 4; whole number of families, 400; col- 
lected for Christmas fund, 66c; charity cause, June, $1.01; Bishop’s Fund, 
$20.18; Diocesan Missions, $132.73; General Missions, $20.01.

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Report of Laymen’s Missionary Deague 


Buffalo, W. Ww.

To the Right—Reverend the Bishop, and Members of the Council: 


The Laymen’s Missionary League of Buffalo, N, Y., desires to make 
the following brief statement (condensed from the annual report of the 
work to October Ist, 1907) :— 


The League is a body of Lay Leaders organized for the purpose of 
carrying on and extending by systematic effort the work of the Church 
in the western part of the Diocese of Western New York. Its members 
are drawn from all waiks of life, business and professional, and number at 
present about forty. The active membership is about thirty. Hach of 
these men is selected by the rector of his parish, is recommended to the 
Bishop for License, and by him licensed to act as Lay Reader, subject 
strictly to the Canon governing such individuals, 


The League was organized in the year 1891, primarily for the purpose 
of giving the services of the Church to congregations in the outlying towns 
which were too small to support a rector. The present officers are: Pres- 
ident, H. C. Spendelow; Superintendent, Geo. T. Ballachey; Secretary, W. 
E. Townsend; Treasurer, Geo. A. Stringer. 


At the present time the League conducts regular services at eighteen 
different stations; eight of them in the City of Buffalo, viz.: General Hos- 
pital, Home for the Friendless, Children’s Aid Society, Penitentiary, County 
Jail, Almshouse, Ingleside Home, and steadily supplying the parochial 
mission of St. Clement’s, besides assisting various city clergy to the ex- 
tent of 76 services. The remaining ten stations are in the country. towns. 
namely: Angola, Corfu, Darien Center, Depew, Gowanda (including ser- 
vices at State Hospital and the Thomas Indian Orphan Asylum), Irving, 
Newtown, Perry, Springville, and Youngstown, besides Kenmore (occas- 
ional), Erie Beach, and two summer homes on the lake shore, in aidition 
to burial services read in different towns. 
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During the past year the League read 810 services, 35 men reading 
from 2 to 77 times. The general oversight of the work is in charge of the 
Executive Committee, under the supervision of the Bishop, and carrying 
out the suggestions of the Archdeacon of Buffalo. The method of ¢arry- 
ing on the work is quite simple. Their duties are assigned to the leaders 
quarterly by the Superintendent. After each service each man mails to 
the Superintendent a formal postal card report stating the attendance, 
condition of the station, ete. This enables the Superintendent to keep in 
touch with the state of affairs at every station under his eare. 


The League aids new mission stations financially by paying the ex- 
penses of its readers until such: stations become self-supporting. It has a 
building fund of about $1,300.00, portions of which it loans for a period 
of time to any small congregation building a church at any one of its 
stations. In this ‘way the League has since its organization inspired and 
aided the work of building churches at Springville, Silver Creek, Irving, 
Gowanda, Depew, and also on the Cattaraugus Indian Reservation near 
Irving. 

The League has no sources of income from which to provide vest- 
ments, sermons, ete., necessary for its work, apart from a small annual 
contribution from such of the city churches as may be disposed to help in 
this work. We invite offerings, however small, from any who would like 
to be identified with this work, as at present the readers are obliged to 
meet any minor expenses (apart from transportation) from their own 
means. Several new helpers have lately been offered by the rectors of some 
of the parishes, which will promote the efficiency of the work. Neverthe- 
Jess, others are needed who will be able and willing to go out of town on 


Sundays, at least once or twice a month. 
Any further details concerning this League will be cheerfully furnished 


by the Superintendent or any other officer.

Report of the Archdeacon of Rochester 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MAY 1, 1908 


Rt.-Rev. Father in God, and Brethren of the Clergy and Laitv: 


In recording the events of the past year your Archdeacon is glad to be 
able to report a gratifying condition in the mission field of the Archdea- 
conry. 


Perhaps the greatest transformation-is that which has taken place 
in St. Stephen’s Church, Rochester. This mission, in connection with the 
one at Fairport, where we recently erected a new Church building, claimed 
much of the time and attention of your general missionary last summer; 
but we believe that the results, as manifest today, amply justify the »ex- 
penditure. The work at St. Stephen’s and at. Fairport was practically 
extinct; but by a careful nursing it has been greatly revived. Last Novem- 
ber we secured. the services of the Rey. T. J. Shannon for this promising 
field and under his energetic leadership excellent results have been achieved. 
St. Stephen’s Church is now full to the doors, and a larger edifice must 
soon be erected, while at Fairport a goodly congregation assembles 
every Sunday afternoon and the interest is increasing. 


In other missions of the Archdeaconry renewed activity is also seen. 
At Uunts—where we scarcely looked for growth—a movement is on foot 
to take down the old building, built in 1828, and reconstruct the same on 
more modern and churchly lines. Under the supervision of your Arch- 
deacon, it is hoped to commence this work as soon as the consent of the 
Bishop and Standing Committee can be secured. 


At other missions the work is prospering under able leadership. 


The Rev. Mr. Baldwin, in connection with his work at Dundee and 
Himrods, also ministers twice a month to Bradford and Wayne. 


The Rev. J. V. Cooper in addition to his work at Sodus, also gives 
afternoon and evening services each Sunday at Sodus Center and Sodus 
Point. Dr. Hubbs of St. Peter’s Church, Geneva, gives an afternoon 
service at South Phelps, and the Rev. Mr. Johnston gives of his time and 
strength to missions at Manchester and Shortsville. 
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The Rev. Mr. Lewis looks after the work at Holley in connection with 
his parish at Brockport. The Rev. Mr. Lippitt has charge of Ascension 
Mission, Rochester, and St. George’s, Charlotte, and the Rev. Mr. Mar- 
tin of St, Thomas’s Mission gives an afternoon service at Union Hill. 


The Rey. Mr. Knollmeyer of Avon serves also at Livonia, and the Rey. 
Mr. Dunham of Addison is doing mission work at Cameron Mills and 


other points in his neighborhood, 


The Rev. R. C. Searing of Scottsville, has the work at Caledonia, and 
gives occasional services at Riga. 

St. Stephen’s, Wolcott, under the care of Mr. Wm. LaMont, a lav 
reader, has prospered, and the people are ambitiously looking forward 
to the time—not far distant, we trust—when they will be able to support 
a resident priest. 

At East Bloomfield, or Holcomb as it is now called, Mr. Wm. G. 
Raines, Jr., a candidate for orders, has maintained regular services 
throughout the year. The church building has been renovated and now 
presents a very attractive appearance. 

For the past year in the mission at Dresden, Mr. Thomas Bellringer, 
a candidate for orders from Hobart College, has given two services and a 
Sunday School each Sunday. 

Other missions not dependent upon the Board for their maintenance 
are provided for as follows: Avoca and Savona under the Rev. Mr. Jen- 
nings of Bath, Branchport under Rev. Mr. Perkins of Penn Yan, Rheims 
under Rey. Mr. Burge of Hammondsport, Stafford under Rey. Mr. Cushing 
of LeRcy, Canisteo under the Rev. Mr. Ashley of Hornell, St. Andrew’s, 
Geneva, under Dr. Sills, of Trinity Church. 


The Rev. Franklin C. Smielau, our missionary to the deaf mutes, 
ministers to his people at Rochester, Geneva and Watkins. 


Of missions unproyided for, except by the ministrations of your 
Archdeacon, we have at the present time only seven. Changes are, how- 
ever, constantly taking place, and two other points are about to fall to his 
care. The seven points referred to above are: Allen’s Hill, Bergen, Hunts, 
Nunda, Victor, Montour Falls and Despatch. Three other places, under 
lay readers, are also dependent upon your itinerant for the celebration of 
the Holy Communion. 

By combining points as above specified, it has been possible to make 
a saving of some two hundred dollars per year in the maintenance of the 
work of the Archdeaconry. 
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In place of personally giving occasional services in a large number 
of places, it has been our policy to combine two or more of the stronger 
points; and by supplementing their financial ability with generous grants 
from the treasury of the Board of Missions, make it possible for them 
to have the more frequent Sunday services of a priest in charge. Because 
of this the personal ministrations of your Archdeacon are not as numer- 
ous as they would otherwise be. They are as follows:

On the Reports of the Board of Education, and Board of 
Diocesan Missions; to consist of two Clergymen and one

6. On the Report of the Trustees of De Veaux College; to eon-

8. On the General Theological Seminary, and the Society for the 
Promotion of Religion and Learning in the State of New 
York; to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman.

12. On Clergy Relief; to consist of three Clergymen and two Lay, 


LV. The following Committees may be appointed at the discretion of 
the Bishop, at any time during the session of the Council, to consist of 
such members as the Bishop may direct: 

1. On Church Property, Parsonages and Clerical Support. 
2. Archives and Annals. 
3. The Supply of the Sacred Ministry. 
4. Beneficence and Works of Piety. 
5. Sunday Schools. 
6. The Episcopal Library. 
7. State Legislation. 


VY. All Committees shall sit and deliberate in private, and the same 
rule shall apply to Tellers in the count of votes. 

No report referred to any Committee shall be reported back for print- 
ing unless so directed by a vote of the Council, or unless the Committee 


recommend some legislation in regard thereto. 


VI. Motions, Notices and Resolutions to be considered by the Coun- 
cil may be presented after the President has appointed the Standing Com- 
mittees, and called for the matters to be respectively referred to them. 
But the Bishop’s Address shall take precedence of all other business at 


any time. 


VII. On the second and every succeeding day of the Council, after 
Divine Service, the Order of Business shall not be changed without the 
consent of two-thirds of the members present, which Order of Business 


shall be as follows: 
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1. Calling of the Roll of the Couneil. 

2. Reading of the Minutes of the preceding day. 

3. Report of the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 

4. Reports of the Standing Committees of the Council. 
5. Reports from the Special Committees. 

6. Unfinished Business. 


7. Motions, Resolutions and Miscellaneous Business. 


VIII. The Order of the Day for every annual meeting of the Council 
at 10 o’clock A. M. on the second day shall be the election of the Standing 
Committee, and of Deputies to the General Convention, and the election 
of any persons to supply vacancies in the Board of Trustees of the Fund 
for the Support of the Episcopate, of the Christmas Fund, of the Parochial 
Fund, and of De Veaux College; also of the Treasurer of the Council. 

IX. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated 
from the Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. 

X. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded, and when 
seconded, it shall be stated by the President before debate; and every 
motien shall be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or by 
any member, 

XI. If a question in debate contains distinct propositions, one or 
more, they may be separated at the call of any member into so many 
several motions. 

XII. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, 
except (1) to lay the motion on the table, (2) to postpone it indefinitely, 
(3) to postpone it to a certain time, (4) to commit it, or (5) to amend; 
and motions for these purposes shall have precedence in the order thus 
named. 

XIII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member 
is speaking, and shall be decided without debate; and if it be negatived, 


it shall not be renewed until other business has been treated in due order. 


XIV. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 
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XV. A question, being put by the President, shall be determined by 
the sound of voices; but any member may require a count of the vote; or 
previous to a decision by count, any three members may require the ‘yeas 
and nays to be taken, which shall be done by calling the names of the 
Clerical members, and the names of the Churches and Missions represented ; 
and the vote shall be recorded in the Journal. Or the yeas and nays may 
be taken by order on the eall of any five members, and when so taken the 


vote shall be recorded in like manner. 


XVI. No member except the mover may speak more than twice on 


the same question without leave of the House. 


XVII. <A question once decided, shall not be reconsidered during the 
same session without the consent of two thirds of the votes of the Council, 
nor without the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority 


on said décision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XVIII. Special Committees not otherwise provided for shall be ap- 
pointed by the Chair. 


XIX. Except by the votes of two-thirds of the persons present 
entitled to vete, no standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed or 


rescinded, without record of a motion to that effect made on a previous day. 


XX. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, the 
minutes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and 


approved. 


XXTI. If the Bishop of the Diocese be not present, and able to pre- 
side; or the Episcopate be vacant; then, in the absence of the Secretary 
of the preceding Council, the Council shall be called to order by the 
President or Senior Presbyter of the Standing Committee present, who 
shall preside until the Council has been organized. Then a President 
pro tempore shall be elected from among the Presbyters present, who shall 
make the appointments ordinarily assigned to the Bishop, or under his 


direction. 


XXII. The Council shall open its sessions at 9:30 A. M., and unless 
otherwise ordered, take a recess from 1 to 3 P. M., and from 5:30 to

The Standing Committee on Constitution and Canons respectfully 
report that two proposed amendments were referred to it at the last 
Council, which will be found on pages 32 and 33 of the Journal; namely: 


First, an addition to Canon One of Title Third of Sections IX and X, 
which read as follows: 


‘*Section IX. Whenever the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
_ Shall be satisfied from personal knowledge, or from evidence laid before 
them, that any Priest or Deacon of this Diocese against whom no present- 
ment has been made, is living in violation of his ordination vows, or has 
repeatedly within one year past been guilty of conduct unbecoming a 
minister of Christ, and such as to subject him to discipline under Canon 
23, Section I, of the General Convention, it shall be their duty, at a 
meeting duly convened, and by the concurring vote of three-fourths of 
their whole number, to certify the same in writing to the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 


‘*Section X. If the Bishop, on receipt of such certificate, shall be 
of the opinion that it presents sufficient ground for his action, he shall 
give to the clergyman offending notice to show cause within thirty days 
why he should not be inhibited from officiating. And if within such time 
such cause shall not be shown to the satisfaction of the Bishop, he may 
proceed to inhibit the said clergyman from officiating in public as a 
Minister of this Church, until he shall by presentment and’ trial,-or by 
request for a hearing by the Bishop and three Presbyters of the Diocese 
as provided in Section VII, of this Canon, or by other procedure satis- 
factory to the Bishop, be cleared from such charge. But any clergyman 
thus inhibited may at any time claim the right of presentment and trial, 
or of a hearing as above under Section VII, for his vindication; and in 
such case the inhibition shall continue until the conclusion of the 
procedure, unless the Bishop shall terminate it earlier.’’ 


Second, an insertion at the beginning of Section VI, ‘‘ Ordinances 
of the Ecclesiastical Court,’’ Title Third, Canon Two, of the following: 


‘<Tf the Bishop approves the presentment, and shall be of the opinion 
that there is sufficient ground for his action he may inhibit the clergyman 
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presented for trial from officiating in public as a Minister of this Church 
until he shall by trial, or by request for a hearing by the Bishop and three 
Presbyters of the Diocese as provided in Section VII of this Canon, or 
by other procedure satisfactory to the Bishop, be cleared from such 
charge. he 


The Committee reports that it has carefully and laboriously con- 
sidered the subject of the proposed amendments and recommend their 
adoption. .

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REPORT, 


Rt. Rev. Father in God and Gentlemen of the Council: 


* Your Commission begs to report three meetings have been held dur- 
ing the past year; at Batavia, Buffalo, Rochester, respectively. Officers 
have been elected as follows: President, Rev. G. H. Gaviller; Vice: 
President, Rev. E. P. Hart; Treasurer, Rev. Alfred Brittain; Secretary, 
Rev. J. W. Denness Cooper. 


By-laws for the working of the Commission have been drawn up 
and adopted. 


On invitation from the Sunday School Federation of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, a delegate was sent to its annual convention, held in 
New York City, in the person of the President, the Rev. G. H. Gaviller. 


At that meeting the advisability of placing an educational secretary 
in the field was discussed and the Diocese of Western New York was 
asked_to co-operate with the Federation to that end. In order to bene* 
fit by such appointment your Commission is required to raise the sum 
of $117.90 annually for three years. 


Under the direction of your Commission, conferences of Sunday 
School teachers have been held at Buffale and Rochester. 


A teacher Training Class, inaugurated in Buffalo, held six ‘meetings 
and proceeded on a definite curriculum. A like class is being promoted 
to begin in Rochester, October next. 


The President has also held conferences with the teachers of Lock- 
port and Niagara Falls. 


. As a result of these conferences a Teacher Training Class has been 
inaugurated in Niagara Falls and one is to begin in Lockport in the 
autumn. 


The Commission hopes to extend this system throughout the dio- 
cese. 


Requests for information together with copies of Canon IIT., Title 
IV., on the Sunday School Commission were sent to all the clergy and 
superintendents of schools throughout the diocese. 


Failure to respond on the part of many is evidenced by the fact that 
only thirty-five replies were received from about one hundred sent out. 
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If the Commission is to be of real value in the life of the Diocese, 
there must be co-operation on the part of those in charge of the various 
schools, and the Commission bespeaks increased interest and attention 
to letters, etc., sent out. 


The following twenty parishes in the Diocese paid their assessment: 


Your Commission recommends that the Council express its approval 
of the endeavor of the Sunday School Federation to place an educational 
secretary in the field. 


A resolution bearing-on this subject was adopted at a eonference of 
the Sunday School teachers of Rochester, held in April last, as follows: 


‘*The Rochester Sunday School Association recommends that the 
Sunday School Commission pledge itself to the support of an educational 
secretary, and asks the Council to. approve of such action.’’ 


A similar resolution was adopted at a meeting of Sunday School 
teachers held in Buffalo, as follows: 


‘“Resolved, That the Teacher Training Class of Buffalo, desires to 
memorialize the Sunday School Commission of the Diocese, and asks: it 


to urge upon the Diocesan Council the great need of an educational . 


secretary, for Sunday School work, and pledges itself to suppori all ef- 
forts made by the Sunday School Commission to further the interests of 
the Sunday School.’’ 


At the request of the Joint Commission on Sunday Schools, the Rev- 
erend Messrs. Sherwood, Berry, Byram and Cooper have been appointed 
examiners of the work done by the Sunday School teachers of the Dio- 
cese, to obtain’diplomas according to the plan put forth in the standard 
course’on teacher training, by the Joint Commission. 


A financial statement prepared by the Treasurer of your Commis- 
sion is appended to this report. J date

MAJORITY REPORT. 


The Board of Trustees of the General Theological Seminary now 
consists of the Dean, sixty-six Bishops, twenty-five members elected by 
certain Dioceses and twenty-five chosen by the House of Deputies. About 
thirty or forty usually attend the annual meeting. This board is too 
large and unwieldy to carry on the business of the Seminary in the 
most efficient way. The last General Convention has appointed a com- 
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- mittee, to report at the next General Convention, looking to the re- 
organization of the Board of Trustees by the election, by General Con-: 
vention, of a smaller number of Bishops, clergymen and laymen. This 
Diocese can at this time help this needed reform by giving up what- 
ever right it may have in electing a trustee, as the Diocese of New 
York has done by giving up its right to elect ten trustees; therefore, 
be it ; 


Resolved, That the Council of the Diocese of Western New York 
hereby declares its willingness and intention to surrender its right, 
granted by Article III. of the Constitution of the General Theological 
Seminary to eleet annually one trustee of the said Seminary, provided 
that the other Dioceses having similar rights agree to make a like sur- 
render.

MINORITY REPORT. 


It appears that a committee of the General Convention has under 
consideration a proposal to reduce the number of Trustees of the General 
Theological Seminary. In behalf of this movement the arguments are 
advanced that the present membership of the Board is over one hundred; 
that the average attendance is only from thirty to forty; and that the 
Board is consequently an unwieldy and ineffective body. With a view 
to aiding the accomplishment of the proposed changes, this Diocese, 
among others, is invited to relinquish its right of electing a Trustee. 
The minority of your committee does not favor this proposal. 


Though the average attendance is but thirty or forty, on special 
oceasions, when important business is to be transacted, the attendance 
is much greater. The routine government of the Seminary is largely in 
the hands of the Dean and the Executive Committee, so that the lack of 
a large attendance at many meetings of the Board of Trustees is no 
serious inconvenience. The new plan for the selection of the Board of 
Trustees, should the present-proposals be carried out, has not yet been 
disclosed. But it is not likely that a smaller Board, if drawn from all 
sections of the country, would show a larger percentage of attendance 
than does the present Board, and to confine the,membership to a single 
locality would be to deprive the Seminary of its essentially ‘© General?’ 
character.

To the Right Reverend William D. Walker, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of 


Western New York: 


Reverend Father in God: I herewith submit my annual report as 
your Missionary to the Deaf Mutes in this Diocese. 


Services held in the Rochester Archdeaconry, 22. Celebrations of 
the Holy Communion, 9. One marriage was solemnized at Batavia. 
The offerings at the services amounted to $38.35. Places visited and 
served, Rochester, Geneva, Batavia, Watkins and Pittsford. Pastoral 
calls, 127. Offering for Diocesan Missions, $5.00. 


Services in the Buffalo Archdeaconry, 20. Celebrations of the 
Holy Communion, 8. Baptisms, adult, 1; infants, 2; total, 3. The Rev. 
Dr. Smith also baptized an infant of deaf-mute parents. The offerings 
at the services amounted to $34.22. Places visited and served, Buffalo, 
Lockport, Niagara Falls, Tonawanda, Olean, Arcade, East Aurora and 
Castile. Pastoral calls, 115. Offerings for Diocesan Missions, $5.00. 


There are 103 “deaf-mute Communicants in this Diocese. With 
nearly 800 deaf-mutes to be reached, there is more, much more, work 
to be done than ean be even attempted by one whose duties cover three 
Dioceses containing a deaf-mute population of more than thirty-two hun- 

_dred. In the cities of Buffalo and Rochester, where there are over one 
hundred Protestant deaf-mutes in each place, we should have more fre- 
quent services. The attendance at the services in Rochester have been 
larger than ever. Last fall I started a Bible Class in connection with 
the Mission at St. Luke’s (Rochester) and since then the class meets: 
every Sunday with an average attendance of fifteen. In time I hope to 
have a Bible Class at Buffalo. 


We must not forget that there are about 100 deaf-mute children 
in the several State schools. I speak of those who come from Protestant 
tamilies in this Diocese. And the number remains about the same every 
year. After these children leave school they will naturally come under 
the ministrations of the Church. So our work will always be a help to 
these people. There are a good many Roman Catholic deaf-mutes who at- 
tend our services, for they understand our language and ritual.

Bishop's Annual Hoddress 


Reverend Brethren, Brethren of the Laity: 


Our Council, this year, assembles at a time which sug- 
gests high Christian joy.. The Cross’s shadow has ealled out 
our mourning. We have realized on the Crucifixion-day the 
awful cost of Redemption. The broken tomb and the risen 
Jesus have told us of an amazing Divine love. And now, on 
the threshold of that too-neglected feastday of the Ascension, 
we find comfort in gazing upward at an opened Heaven to 
the sons of men as our dear Lord goes back to His Father’s 
bosom, risen from the dead, the man and the God, a world’s 
Saviour. It shall be then with joyous hearts that we shall 
labor for the Kingdom at this Asecensiontide. In view of the 


Redeemer’s triumph we are not of ‘‘those who have no hope.’’ 


And so I am bidding you, my sons in the Gospel, to har- 
monious labor and to works of brotherly love. The Kingdom, 
like the Lord, asks our true hearts and our ceaseless service. 
In the words of that gifted poetess of the Irish National Church 


whom I love to quote: 
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“‘ Jesus calls us; o’er the tumult 


‘Of our life’s wild, restless sea. 
FS * * *& 


**In our joys and in our sorrows, 
‘“Days of toil and hours of ease, 
‘Still He calls, in cares and pleasures, 
‘“‘That we love Him more than these.’’ 
And shall mot our prayer be in the closing words cf that 
hymn : 
‘* Jesus calls us; by Thy mercies, 
‘‘Saviour make us hear Thy eall; - 
‘*Give our hearts to Thine obedience, 
‘Serve and love Thee best of all.’’ 
At the outset of my Annual Address, as in the past. so 
now I find my thought turning to those leaders in our National 
Church, the Bishops, who have gone forth from among us. - 


_ Three have departed this life within the year. 


First: The Right-Rev. HENRY C. POTTER, D. D., sev- 
enth Bishop of New York. 


While in the midst of their solemn discussions at Lambeth 
Palace last summer, the 240 Bishops assembled there received 
the sorrowful tidings of his death. To many—even from foreign 
lands—it was a personal grief. His frequent visits across the 
seas, his home—a truly hospitable one—in the chief port of 
entry of the Nation, and his work as Bishop-in-charge for a 
time of the ‘‘foreign churches,’’ gave him a contact with many 
Right-Reverend brethren which, otherwise, would not have 
been his privilege. The courteous gentleman, the practical 
administrator, the genial companion among his brethren of 


the Episcopate, the hard-working Bishop, he commended him- 
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self to his fellow-leaders in the highest office of the Church here 


and abroad. 

It is needless for me to dwell here upon his character and 
work. They are known of all men. In a polyglot and strangely 
cosmopolitan Diocese, like New York, with its variegated the- 
ories of life social and ecclesiastical, with positivists in connexion 
with many theological cults, new and old, wise and unwise, 
true and false, in the Church and out of it, the waters were 
not always calm. At times a firm hand—which cou'd be the 
captain’s only—was necessary to grasp the ship’s helm. The 
cool philosopher and the patient guide was oft shown in those 
days when he, the seventh Bishop of New York, administered h's 
Diocese. The largest power of his office, and the highest wis- 
dom in performance of his duties, and the richest results of 
careful administration do not come always from the seen and 
public incidents of a Diccesan’s lifé. There are the quiet, 
invisible, heart-to-heart and man-to-man influences and acts 
that are telling constantly in his official life. They are the 
events that must be out of the newspapers and away from the 
public eye. This 1s every Bishop’s experience. It was his, often, 


‘ 


of whom I am now speaking. There are ‘‘secreta’’,which are 
only of the personal experiences of some of his clergy, which 
his Father in God is to hold inviolate. Sometimes action must 
#0 unexplained. And so, often, there are eriticisms or judg- 
ments, even from the clergy, which are cruel or unjust and the 


utterance of which a bald Christian charity simply forbids. 
He of whom I speak wrought yeoman’s work in many 
shapes. It is only right, however, to say that some of his of- 


ficial actions, and, perhaps, theological attitudes, did not com-

mend themselves to all his Episcopal brethren. Naturally so, 
where profound reverence for a holy past and a loyal, God- 
fearing adherence to that governed thought and life. To such . 
a so-called liberty means—yes, and is often license. And that 
is hurt, taint—death to a sound cause, as some believe. But 
there are spots on the Sun. The o!d axiom is true in its quaint- 
ness: ‘‘In the world many men, many minds.”’ 

But, in passing, I must speak, at least in brief terms, of 
the personal relation existing between him and me. He was 
my Bishop for a period of three months—a period of happy 
sympathy and of generous helpfulness on his part. Fellow-pres- 
byters, side-by-side for common work were we for years in the 
city of New York. Then came the day when the relation altered, 
and he rose to the place of my Father-in-God, and my duty 
in a couple of hours changed to one of obedience. And: that 
obligation was ever accorded by me in the heartiest way—not 
only because of personal affection, but because it was my duty 
because it was my pledge, my solemn oath made in a holy hour 
and a holy place, before the Church, to God. Would that in 
some men today the voluntary vow of the ordination-hour were 
more honestly recognized and kept! 

Then came another change of relation, when, his hand in 
mine, we went to the altar in Calvary Church, New York, and 
he, with another, presented me for consecration ‘as a Bishop 
in the Church of God and laid hands upon my head in that 
holy hour of my life. This and another official act of his on 
my behalf bound us by an unwonted tie. Conseerated in the 
same year, we had seats side by side in the House of Bishops, 
and our conferences on many questions were frequent and inti- 


mate there, as a result. And at such times there was ever the — 
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recognition that although our ballots often went to opposite 
sides of a question, he, by virtue of more years of life and of 
a longer Episcopate, was the Father and I his son in the Lord. 
As I turn niy eyes backward through that vista of twenty- 
five years of near fellowship and of affectionate relationship 
with him in the Episcopate, I cannot but recall the personality: 
of a man of power, of graciousness, of culture, of consecra- 
tion to God. His memory must be ever sacred and tender to 
me. The country, too, will have record of him as one who in his 
generation builded nobly for the Church of Jesus and wrought 
patiently and powerfully for the glory of God and the good 
of men. 

Second: I mention the name of Rev. GEORGE DE NORMAN- 
DIE GILLESPIE, first Bishop of Western Michigan, with rever- 
ent emotion. His field was hard, his compensation small, his 
labor unceasing, his efforts self-sacrifizing, his spirit patient, 
his sympathy generous, and his faith undimmed by modern 
theory or by pretentious criticism. There was a_ robustness 
in his witness for truth—the old Truth—that was refreshing 
in a wavering and timid and unloyal time. His knowledge of 
the teachings of the Fathers of the Church—Kastern and West- 
ern—his love of appeal to the waters flowing at the foun- 
tain’s head for witness to the Faith, his satisfaction with the 
*“inse dixit’’ of the Divine Master as revealed in His Word and 
in the Church of the ages bought with that Redeemer’s blood 
gave him the spirit and the attitude of an unswerving loyalist, 


through and through. 


He had honor among men wherever they knew him. They 
trusted him because he was a man of convictions so far as 


religion was concerned, and so far as the Church was con- 
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cerned, and so far as the Creeds were concerned. ‘He listened 
to the eritic and he read the new theory, and he tolerated the 
pert iconoclast, and he endured patiently the false accuser, and’ 
he bore meekly the charge of being a reactionary, a tradition- 
alist, a conservative. But notwithstanding all this, there was 
ever the bright sword in his hand—the sword of truth 
—and the shield of faith was buckled on—and he, the 
{eal ambassador of Jesus, was true when the demand came 
for the honor of his Master’s cause and the defense of His 
name against the foeman’s s'y stiletto. Who that ever heard 
that resounding -voice, even when hoar hair came, from some 
pulpit in some great Church here or there, but felt that truth~- 
as he proclaimed it had a true ring. There was no hesitation, 
no paring away of corners or clipping of edges, but stalwart, 
robust, out-spoken, above-board proclamation of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. And at the same time it was a gospel of tender- 
hess, of hope, of peace, of love, that he delivered as his Master’s 
message to the world. The sinner was comforted, the doubter 
was soothed, the hopeless was cheered, the wandering was wel- 
comed, the seemingly lost was promised salvation, as he gave 
testimony before men in his Redeemer’s name. He passed away 
from us recently, the contemporary of twe generations back, 
an old man therefore, but a man ripe in years, ripe in wisdom, 
and ripe in godliness. | 
In closing, I ought nct to pass’ by the pleasing remembrance — 
that several of the early years of Bishop Gillespie’s ministry 
were spent as Rector in some parishes in this Diocese. The tone 
of the Church-thought and life learned and acquired in this 


atmosphere of Western New York which had the guidance of 
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a Hobart and a De Lancey and a Coxe—true and intelligent and 
learned defenders of a historic Church, a sober worship, a 
primitive faith, and an Apostolic order, without mediaeval 
ritualism or modern rationalism—doubtless stimulated and in- 
tensified his heroism in the defense of the Truth and his devo- 


tion to a holy Saviour. - 


‘So we reverently recall him—one of our own Diocesan sons 
—a man of God, a self-surrendered servant of Jesus Christ—a 


consecrated Bishop of the Church. 


Third, as I ask your hearing for a few moments regarding 
the name of the third Bishop who has been called to his 
rest during the last twelve-month, we shall be confronted by 
a troubling mystery—the mystery which has perplexed and 
appalled many a Christian disciple. And generally we find no 
satisfying solution thereto—except by faith in the wisdom above. 
A comparatively young man, in the vigor of ripe, fresh man- 
hood, of good report for earnest and vigorous labor in his office, 
peculiarly helpful to his Bishop, wise, with strong capacity 
for administration, attractive in manner, loyal to the Church 
and what it represents—such an one called, we believe, by the 
voice of God to serve in the highest ministry of his Church, 
consecrated to the office, sent to his post of labor, working there 
with discretion and singular zeal, and yet before a year has 
passed he is stricken with disease and the summons comes to 
‘go home—the last home. Why? we ask, in view of the bright 
promise of. the future, in view of the manifold labors which 
had become success, in view of the welcome that the hearts of 
people gave him in his large charge? Yes, we ask, why was the 
flower nipped in the bud, why the work blighted at its dawn, - 
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why the darkness swept down in the flush of the morning? Only 
the light of the everlasting day shall reveal the solution of these 


mysteries which environ the ways of God, 


But we cannot but mourn for the uncompleted life, for 
the hope that perished in the night, when all looked so fair im 
that domain of our Father to which he called his obeying ser- 
vant, at the consecration hour, saying: ‘‘Son, go work today 
in my vineyard.’’ 

Personal acquaintance I had not with him, but testimony 
tells me that he was a good man, a loyal Churchman, a servant 
of God willing to spend and be spent in His work. And so 
with those who knew I have grief, but there shall always be a 
shining remembrance of the brilliant and fruitful, though brief 
Episcopate of EDWARD JENNINGS KNIGHT, D. D., Mis- 


sionary Bishop of Western Colorado. 


From our own Diocesan household have been taken three 
we 


reverend brethren: 


1—REV. LOUIS B. JOHNSTON, Rector of St. John’s 
Church, Clifton Springs, for upwards of two years. He was a 
minister in another Christian body, and only a short time before 
he was transferred to this Diocese was ordained by one of our 
Bishops. He came to us a sick man, and while receiving treat- 
ment in the sanitarium labored in the parish. Although at first 
he had the strength to perform quite acceptably the duties in- 
cident to a parish administration, yet for a considerable time 
before he passed away, having been a great sufferer until the 
end, he was unable to perform duty fully. Neighboring clergy- 
men kindly stood in the gap and ministered often for him 


among his people. 
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2.—REV. HENRY S. DENNIS. His was a long sojourn 
and a long work in this Diocese. All remember him as the 
modest man and the faithful laborer, and the consecrated ser- 
vant of Christ. The missionary spirit was brimming all over 
the man’s personality. He endured privation, suffered discom- 
fort, denied self, toiled unremittingly for the work’s sake. His 
self-effacement, his readiness to do lowly offices, his character- 
istic devotion, won hearts and helped lives forward to the Mas- 
ter’s feet. We cannot but speak of him in this Diocese as pre- 
eminently one of its most faithful priests, whose toilsome 
service of many years in its mission-work will leave a train of 
light behind him such as much that may be more in the public 
eve can not give as its manifestation and its fruit. I presume 
you, as did I, wished often that he would allow us to come near 
him in a closer, more intimate fellowship and friendship. It 
seemed to me that his humble spirit and his lowly appreciation 
of his own high work raised the barrier that separated. But 
while we, stood without and gazed in through the lattice of 
his heart, we saw the self-devoted priest and the Master-loving 
man of God. 7 


SHV. CHARLES W. HAYES: D. D. He-was the - 
Nestor of the family of which we are members. To recite his 
qualities would be almost unnecessary, for he was known of 
all. His position was assured among us as the learned man 
and the wise man. How he has stood up in this Council again 
and again to set forth historical facts which related to the past 
of the Diocese and to its conditions and crises; his acquaintance 
with precedents and former legislation; his familiarity wtih 
the life and action of the earlier days of the Church in this 


land; his knowledge of the men and their plans and the moye- 
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ments they represented nearly three-quarters of a century ago; 
his unveering lovalty to the Faith and to the Church as his 
Mother ; his devout Ife, his clear brain, his striking memory, 
his attachment for youth, his unceasing courtesy, his gentleness 
of manner in the ordinary scenes and events of daily life, and 
his energy, decision and flashing fire when the truth and the 
Church, needed defense—excited the admiration of all. But 
there were two marked traits of the man that were especially 
winning and called out supreme respect. I mean his sincerity 
and. his real, unsentimental religiousness. While doctrine to 
him was vital and the Church’s faith was to his thought—and 
that rightly—necessary to salvation, yet the piety he repre- 
sented and taught meant life too—a holy living, as A’Kempis an 
‘““amitatio Christr.’’ He was not the stiff formalist, not the cast- 
iron Churchman, and yet to him that. Church was the Body 
of Christ, the dwelling-place.of the Holy Ghost, the Witness and 
Keeper of the Holy Writ, and so his loyalty to all its least 
details must not be impaired. It was Divine. To serve it was 
delight. To follow it was privilege. To hear its voice and obey 
_ was endless obligation and high, heavenly-ordained duty. To 
neglect, to disobey, to deny, to abuse, to wrong it was erime. 
It was a pure, life-giving mother. Call that mechanical Churzh- 
manship if you.please, you who would claim the liberal, or the 
so-called ‘‘advanced”’ theories. I see in it the love and the loy- 
alty and the lowliness and the lkeness of a consecrated son of 


God. 


Official 


In the performance of my official duties, I have found my-- 


self during the year, except for three weeks of my visit abroad, 
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and the time occupied in crossing the ocean—a very busy man. 
Some unwonted work came to me of a distressing and unwelcome 
character which called for much time and for conference fre- 
quently with others. These particular duties cut across the 
regular current of Episcopal labor and were disturbances that 
were needless, certainly to the peace or the sound flow of Dio- 
cesan labors. Help acorded me by some of my brethren and 
sympathy expressed by many were a sourdée of comfort on 
some anxious days. And now, it ended, our work goes on. We 
have not accomplished nearly all that we ought, my Reverend 
brethren, as a band of brothers and as shepherds of the flock. 
Many confirmation classes have not been as large as they might 
be. Some have, however, thank God, been phenomenally numer- 
ous, and I will add, amazing. These have shown a beautiful 
fruit of intense and laborious effort. I have noted encouragingly 
large, unusually large, attendances at.most of the Churches on 
the occasion of the Bishop’s visitation. The steady increase 
year by year in this respect has been gratifying to him, and has, 
of think, been helpful to a larger interest in the Chureh, its ser- 
vices and work. He is speaking now. of the very great majority 
of our places of worship. There have been exceptions, it pains 
him to announce, and this where circumstances seem not to 


justify the falling off in numbers. 


But, to turn from the third person to the first in this recital 
of work. It has been my privilege to officiate at six baptisms in 
the course of the year, and to. unite in holy matrimony three 
couples. It has been also my melancholy duty to officiate at 
three funerals. .I have officiated at 171 services of morning or 
evening prayer and delivered 138 sermons. Meetings attended 


by me, at which I presided, were forty-one in number. These 
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do not include those held with vestries on the occasions of 
visitation. JI have delivered 144 addresses on as many different 
oceasions. The number of confirmations held by me was ninety- 
eight, and the aggregate of persons who received the laying on 
of hands was 1,380. I laid the corner-stone of one church and 
dedicated another. I officiated in the dedication of a bell to eall 
people to holy worship. <A brief service was held by me in 
St. Peter’s Church, Geneva, at the erection of a tablet to the 
memory of the first Bishop of this Diocese, Rt.-Rev. Dr. De- 
Laneey. I have ordained five deacons and one priest. I have 
been present, to take part in them, at six examinations of candi- 
dates for the sacred miniStry. I joined in the services at the 
consecration of one Bishop. I have had important conferences 
with different vestries on critical issues no less than nine times 
during the year. I have also had conferences with divers of 
the clergy on matters of serious moment on six different ocea- 
sions. I Have availed myself of nty privilege as ‘‘visitor’’—I 
know not, however, what the responsibilities, prerogatives or 
duties of such an official are—to visit two of the girls’ schools 
within the Diocese. I have attended three parish receptions, 
independent of those kindly arranged for the Bishop and his 
wife at the time of the regular visitation for confirmation. I 
was present in my place when a special meeting of the House 
of Bishops was held in New York, and also attended the first 
meeting of the members of the Second Missionary. District in 
that city. In accordance with my usual custom, I was present 
in Washington at the Annual Meeting, held during the late 
winter, of the United ‘States Board of Indian Commissioners, . 
of which I have been a member for upwards of twenty years. 
It was my privilege also, during a part of the winter, to hold 
conferences with and give instruction to bands of Syrians who 
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eame in large numbers on three different occasions, and with 
whom I had long sessions. They are Maronites, and are now 
under the guidance and wise pastoral cate of the Rector of St. 
James’s Church, Buffalo, who has presented already fifteen men 
for confirmation, and there are, I learn, many others to follow. 
_Of this movement I will probably give you knowledge at a 
later time. It was my painful duty to be compelled to preside 
at six hearings of differences between Rectors and Vestries. So 
I close my record of Episcopal and other official acts. To God 
be the praise for the help in health and vigor thus to do work for 


Him and His Church. 


Parochial Clubs 


In the matter of parochial administration and appliances, 
may I, once again, speak to you, reverend brethren. I am 
growing more and more concerned as to the influence and prac- 
tical result of the Parish House and the Parochial Men’s Club. 
For each I have respect, and to each I would give thorough en- 
couragement and help—but in moderation. They have their 
very practical and advantageous places in the parochial economy ; 
they give service and promote service that is humanitarian and 
comforting, and sometimes spiritual. They can be.made salutary 
instrumentalities for the accomplishment of portions of the 
Church’s work. And even in some of the lower uses to which 
they are put, in divers parishes, they may be healthy auxiliaries 
for the parochial growth and life. But if my parish club only 
brings a body of men together once in a month or two to hear 
an address on the suffragettes or on sky-scrapers, or on psvcho- 
therapy, or on so-called new-thought that asserts and advocates 


outrageous codes of morals as one of the bases, or on the 
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advantages of Spiritualism, Eddyism, or Unitarianism—with 
a cold or hot repast thrown in; if the old lecture bureau is to 
be re-established on the dead-head basis; if the Church’s Aux- 
iliary, the Parish House is to be turned into a dance-hall two 
or three times a week, or into an assembly-room for bridge 
gamblers or low minstrel shows,—and if this is to be the tone 
atid character of the so-called liberal or advanced religion and 


’ 


the institutional Church, then ‘‘our labor is in vain and your 
faith also is vain.’’ I have heard scme clergymen speaking 
exultantly of the large membership in the Men’s Club of the 
parish. If their boast was of an organization in the interest 


of Missions—to study about the fields, the workers, the needs; 


or of a brotherhood seeking a knowledge of the humanizing 
and uplifting instrumentalities for the race; or a zealous Guild 
aiming to develop and intensify the spiritual qualities of a 
man and raise his thoughts to higher living, not by ascetic 
means or monkish fripperies or unreal and sentimental cer- 
emonial, but by plain, rugged, manly grappling with ques- 
tions of the soul—its needs, its temptings, its‘comforts, its joys, 
—and so finding satisfaction for its desires.and longings in 
the hfe of God’s Holy Church—then indeed will the Parish 
Club be a boon in the community. Does: the Club feed the 
Church—that is the important question—or, and I am not pre- 
senting this inquiry without knowledge of solemn evils that 
exist—does it crumble away the taste for attendance upon 
Divine worship, does it create a new and lower appetite? In 


many a parish the Club is a eraze, for a time, but it soon loses 


novelty and becomes threadbare and withers,—sometimes, to 


die at last,—unless some fresh whet to appetite is evolved by _ 
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the anxious clergyman, and the organization is thus galvan- 
ized into a temporary new life. Does the Parish Club bring 
men to the Confirmation eclass,—to the Altar? Does it create 
a thirst for more frequent worship? Is its membership fill- 
ing the pews? Or, is it only another fraternity for weaning 
men from homes, for breaking the family tie, for shifting the 
training of children to the shoulders of the jaded, over- 
worked mother, whose life is dull monotone and whose exper- 
ience and philosophy is narrowed to the carking care of the 
household drudge? Does the parish house entice from filial 
duty those whom the curfew would bar within their parental, 
nests? Does it break down the walls of the old Saxon home? 


—for man and for child alike? 


So I ask my questions—with no hostility to the institution 
—with broad sympathy for many just aspirations of the time, 
with an honest recognition of many of the hardnesses of the 
poor man’s hfe today, with a yearning, in the best way to lighten 
hife’s loads for the heavily-burdened, with a desire to present 
the Saviour’s eause without austerity and with sunshine and 
undiluted cheer. No, these questions ef your Bishop are not - 
for the purpose of hinting for a moment at closing the door 
of any parish house or disbanding any men’s club. But they 
are words of caution, because of possible hindrance instead of 
help to the Church’s growth, and to the advance of human 
souls in the path that leads to God. I am simply hinting at 
regulation,—at better ideals as a goal—at a condition which 
shall have ever as its watchword, ‘“‘pro Ecclesia et pro Deo 


prima.’’ 
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Missions 


There is one string of the Church’s harp that I must keep 
sounding in your ears, brethren, I fear, until these pulses 
cease to beat. It is our Mother’s call to help in its general 
mission work. Our apportionment has not been met. We are 
. lacking, I think, forty per cent. of the total sum asked of the 
Diocese. This is a grave deficit for us. Of course the amount 
assessed is a large one; and we are not a wealthy section of 
this rich eountry, and in rural parts, as we all know, the 
Church is not as strong, in proportion, as in the great cities, 
nor can it ever be so. The reasons are obvious, I need not re- 
cite them here. Ours is, to a good degree, such a rural dio- 
cese. Our people ‘generally are comfortable, not opulent. 
Fixed charges for household sustenance absorb much of the 
income of the families. Surpluses for the duties beyond, are 
meagre. The toiling farmer or small trader of the country 
village cannot build up the vast fortune that is within the 
power of the speculator or the factory-owner or the venture- 
some merchant of the city to accumulate. These are our limi- 


tations. 


Nevertheless our duty in this behalf is not performed as 
it might be—as it ought to be. Some parishes indeed—and 
those generally not among the richest—have met the request 
of the Board of Missions, and have raised the full sum appor- 
tioned them. On inquiry, I learn that such results have only 
been achieved through persistent energy and firm behef in, 
and strong enthusiasm for Missions on the part of the rector, - 
and sometimes a few other zealous disciples willing to join 


him and labor with him in the sacred work. We have made 
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some better progress in the road toward accomplishing our 
purpose in this behalf during two or three years past; but it 
is slow growth, as only some of the parishes have increased their 
offerings. Others remain on the dead level of years ago, appar- 
ently uninterested in the hundreds of millions of human souls, 
that need the comfort and the hope of Christ’s tender Gospel; 
apparently feeling no responsibility for the extension of that 
Church in the world, when daily they are uttering at home and 
in the sanctuary that petition which the Saviour puts upon their 
lips in His own inimitable prayer ‘‘Thy Kingdom Come.’’ Are 
these words unreal when we speak them? Is this a speech of 
insincerity for some of us, as we recite the Lord’s Prayer? 
What do we mean when we use them? It is with shame that I 
feel constrained to call attention to the fact that the Journal of 
the Diozese shows that some parishes have not taken one offer- 
ing throughout an entire year for the hallowed work of Mis- 
sions carried on by this Church in foreign countries and in 
our own. There are some churches where, according to the record 
only pennies of the dear children or perhaps the needlework 
of faithful women solely represent the gifts of the people for 
the extension of our Lord’s Kingdom on earth. All the income 
of the parish in these cases seems to go to the support of home 
interests and for ecclesiastical luxuries and to the payment of 
Diocesan costs. Such a policy makes a very narrow, selfish 
Chureh. Nay, it is unchristian, however devout the parishioners 
may be in their worship, or however costly the appurtenances 
of their adorned altars may be. There is a voice of hopeless 
and oppressed and sorrowing and miserable and ignorant hu- 


manity calling for deliverance and for help up to better man- 
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‘ 


hood and higher light. Shall we continue to ‘‘pass by on the 


other side?’’ I trust not, I pray not. 


During my visitations of the last Autumn and Winter and 
this Spring it has been my privilege, in accordance with the re- ~ 
quest made by me in the list of my visitations, to have a pleasant 
meeting and conference with the vestries of the different par- 
ishes. J must pause to correct that general statement. Not 
with all I deeply regret to say—yes! with profoundest sorrow 
[ declare it,—that three parishes ignored this urgent and re- 
spectful appeal of the Bishop couched in these words: ‘‘I re- 
quest that the vestry in each parish be invited to meet with me 
in their corporate capacity. Notice of this meeting with the 
Bishop should be given at least one week before the visitation.’’ 
This has been the form in which the request has been made 
annually for about nine or ten years past. This year, I added— 
because through inadvertence several had omitted the reading 
of my notice,—in heavier type these words, ‘‘I beg that in every 
case this privilege be afforded me this year.’’ But the result 
was as before declared,—and I say again it is genuine grief 
for me to make this announcement. But to return to the sub- 
ject I was about to consider. At these genial meetings with 
the vestries, in most instances, I referred to the fact that the 
men of the Church seemed not to have the interest which a sound 
Christian character called for, in the great cause of Missions. 
I urged, as I urge here tonight:an earnest study of this import- 
ant and hallowed subject. My reverend brethren, your rectors, 
ean furnish lterature on the subject, which if you Denne care- 
fully will lead you to conelude that one of the most romantic 
‘and tragic and beautiful stories of the day is the record of the 


mission-work of God’s Church. I wish many of those who are 
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within the hearing of my voice could have been present at those 
ereat gatherings in London last June and July which brought 
before the eyes of the people there some romantic figures and 
heroic giants—the peers of the greatest confessors and self- 
effacmg martyrs, whith have glorified humanity and regenerat- 
ed and redeemed the world. It was the Bishop of Keewatin 
here or of Uganda there, the black Bishop of Western Equa- 
torial Africa in one place or of the Melanesian Islands in an- 
other. And there were our own brave missionary prelates, the 
Bishop of Alaska and of Southern Brazil and of Japan. To lis- 
ten to their human story of suffering and work and anxiety and 
triumph was to have the pulses quickened and the heart roused 
to fresh interest in, and zeal for, the cause of God among the 
people who know not a Saviour. Men of the Church, I be- 
seech your interest and your prayers for missionaries and mis- 
sions in a more generous degree than ever before. Parochial 
success, and Divine blessing on your work, and household, and 
‘life, will not be decreased as you open out your heart with a 
brother’s love toward those im the dark, whom the Redeemer 


longs to have as partakers of His light. 


Church Going

In the conferences with vestries referred to above I asked 
their sober and kindly thought in behalf of a subject which has 
been the theme of the press at times. I refer to what is claimed 
to be a diminished interest in religion, and a lessened attendance 
on the part of men at church. I desired to reach the inside 
knowledge which naturally the layman through his contact with 
the busy and the reckless and the thoughtless and the sinning,— 


out in the world,—might possess. My aim was to have the pew 
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speak for our help and for our instruction; to learn how the | 
average man is talking in this direction; to reach, too, if pos- 
sible, the workingman’s theories and attitudes toward the 
Church. An interesting and honest and earnest variety of an- 
swers came. There was serious discussion and candid statement 
by many. I thus met with all classes and had the convictions. 
and experiences of men in every station of life. It was not vis- 
ionaries nor the holders of academic theories whose voices L 
sought for, but the testimony of every-day men of business. 
and the world. 

First, there was universal dental of the charge, that respect 
for religion is gone or diminished. There was the general claim 


that the average man,—laborer or merchant as the case might 


be,—showed his appreciation of Christianity in looking for 
higher living i all the relations of hfe on the part of those pro- 
fessing it; nay making their own standards of daily doing, if 
in any form they have contact with it, cleaner than the ordinary 
codes of the world demand. Exception was made in the ease of 
the social iconoeclasts of the time—the men of anarchistic senti- 
ment and the vigorous and leveling holder of socialistic theory. 
Antagonism, defiance and even hate,—in some cases,—were con- 


fessed there. P 

But the average man, according to the testimony given, has 
respect, even reverence, to a degree, for the religion of Christ. 
To put it in a concrete way,—as some did,—the average father, 
—whatever his own careless habit in Church-going,—desires the 
bright boy at home about whom his heart-strivings are clasped, 
not to be soiled by the education of the saloon and that the 


jibes and tricks of the street-corner be not the training of that 
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young mind. The mother desires not that little maiden, whom 
- her soul delights in, flesh of her own flesh, to be the pupil of 
those who are adepts in the light speech and frivolous attire and 
action of the careless on ‘the street. No! they—with rarest ex- 
«eption—desire the refinements of the Church and the principles 
generally of the Saviour’s religion to govern in the daily life 
of their offspring. 

But there were reasons assigned for the abnormal condi- 
tions, religiously, in some places. It was imdifference here— 
the result of toiling weeks which brought and erystallized only 
fatigue when the Lord’s Day dawned—or, an indolence that 
came of wearying services or needless ceremonial or weak | 
extempore sermons,—or a little taint and doubt that came of 
contact in the workshop or in the social circle from the keen 
skeptic. Then other deeper reasons were given—intellectual 
ones—as the unsettling influence of modern reckless Biblical 
criticism, and the unjust assertions by the unlearned, but smart 
ones that true science and true religion are and must be sworn 
enemies; and too, the claim that the liberal pulpit, as it advo- 
eates a freer and more open Sunday for recreation, for the 
saloon, for even business engagement, has shattered the old 


principles and weaned sound souls from church and religion. 


Many were the reasons advanced for some of the indiffer- 
ences and the neglects, which I have not time to repeat here. 
To me it was privilege, however, to thus meet with my vestries 
face to face and learn what they are learning from their fellow- 
men respecting the average man’s attitude on the highest and 
the greatest things. My conclusion is, that there is a feverish, 


somewhat abnormal, condition of the public mind regarding 
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these divine matters—as there has been at times In ages past— 
a wave of carelessness, temporary, on the surface, but that still 
“the earth is the Lord’s and the fullmess thereof,’’ amd that, 
anew, He will claim His own and the kingdoms of the world shall 
beeonte the ‘‘ Kingdom of our Lord and of His Christ.”’ 

Am I ar optimist? No! But I am optimistic in these con- 
cerns. The world wavers. Men change. Philosophies rise and 
wane. But the Truth and the Church are rooted on the ever- 
lasting foundation and that is the Rock of Ages.

But the Church of Jesus 
Constant will remain. 

‘Gates of hell can never

Diocesan Organizations 

It is in a spirit of profound gratitude to God that I refer 
to the Diocesan organizations, of one name or another that have 
relation to the greater bodies which are institutions of the Gen- 
eral Church. I spoke briefly of them last year. I.may not pass 
them by in this address. The Woman’s Auxiliary, how abundant 
in good work it is! The St. Andrew’s Brotherhood, fluctuating 
indeed at times, but always a living and forceful entity, with a 
goodly number of true men. The Girls’ Friendly Society with its 
large body of earnest associates and its pulsing flock of young 
people—alert and trusting—many of whom are in the attitude 


of seekers after God. The Junior Auxiliary, very energetic and 
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increasingly so, teaching our young people to work for the great- 
est cause of God in His Church—the extension of His Kingdom. 
The Junior Brotherhood of St. Andrew, and the Little Helpers 
—each in their humbler way showing vigorous life and doing for 
the Saviour. I must go aside to speak of the latter, the Babies 
Branch—holding its banner aloft in more than forty of our 
Dioceses, laying foundations of zeal for God’s own work, in 
the heart of the infant. Finally, 1 give testimony again, touch- 
ing the Laymen’s League of Buffalo—a Brotherhood of men who 
for love of their Master and of human souls stand ready, week 
by week, to do sacrifice that they may serve the Master and 
help their Bishop in pushing on the mission-work of the Diocese. 
It is my hope that I shall be able to organize such a body for 
similar work in this city of Rochester before long. But here, 
much of such helpfulness has been shown me by the Churchman’s 
Club, and is continued today. To omit reference to a society of 
the Church, which has its home within the home of our own 
Mother, the Daughters of the King, would be a serious neglect. 
It has its branches and its membership within the Diocese. I 
would they were numerous. It is an organization with a true 
purpose. I began these references to these living organizations 
——_which are affecting forcibly the practical life of the Church— 
' by expressing thankfulness to God that they were of us, and we 
of them. We may he glad of their influence for good, and grate- 
ful for their sacred service in the name of the Redeemer, and for 
the glory of His Church. 


The Episcopate Fund | é 


Let me refer to a matter which has a personal side to it, 


and, yet, is also of moment to and related closely to the Diocese 
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and its future. I received a letter recently from the Rev. Dr. 
Regester announcing that on the day upon which he wrote he 
had paid the sum of $5,000 to the Treasurer of the Episcopate 
Fund—the gift of Messrs. John and Wm. H. and Miss Eve'vn 
Walker, children of Mr. Wm. H. Walker who for so many 
years served this Diocese in so many useful offices of trust. The 
sum named is to be a part of the Episcopate Fund and is to be 


a memorial of that good man ‘‘who being dead yet speaketh.’’ 


Is not such a gift significant? Does it not suggest that. 
perhaps now, is the time for a new effort to be made toward en- 
larging that Fund? Because of a personal feature in the mat- 
ter I refrain from farther speech leaving to the Couneil the 
consideration or non-censideration .of the subject. 

The Missions of the Diccese show encouragement generally. 
The two Archdeacons are themselves. You know what that 
means; consecrated, laborious, self-sacrificing, alert to opportun- 
ities, pains-taking in work. The other missionaries here and 
there are showing fruit and labor which clearly is blessed of 
God. DeVeaux is doing its good work, but hmited by the Court’s 


decision. We go on laboring and trusting in the Lord. . 
Canon Wineteen 


It will not be out of place for me here to refer to a matter 
that interested the whole Chureh a few months ago, namely, a 
meeting of the House of Bishops held at that time in New York. 
As you are aware two Missionary Bishops were elected to fill 
the vacant fields. But a great petition signed by nearly one- 
fourth of the priests and deacons of this Church was presented 


at that meeting by the Presiding Bishop. A certain newspaper 
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which is attempting seemingly to dominate and direct this Amer- 
jean Church from the Primus down and from the great Mother 
Church to the least log Church in a Missionary wild, uttered 
the ipse dixit, that that action was illegal. Nevertheless the peti- 
tion was reccived and for prolonged hours discussed. with in- 
tensest earnestness. At last, action was taken. You know the 
character of it. In a word, it ‘was this: Canon XIX cannot. be 
altered by the House of Bishops alone. That would be legisla- 
tion,—which is not possible except by concurrent prosedure in 
both houses. But the Bishops assembled, assure the petitioners 
that the matters brought before them shall have their earnest 
consideration and discussion at the next General Convention. It 
seemed a cold reply to a solemn, anxious ery from more than 
1.100 troubled priests of God’s Church who asked sympathy and 
the word of assurance and the satisfying of the hope at least, 
that the standards of the Church and her attitude regarding the 
Ministry and her teachings from the beginning were not ‘to be 


trodden under feet.

If the curtain which conceals the Bishops “‘sitting in coun- 
eil’’ could have been drawn, it would have: revealed the fact, 
that there was more of sound sympathy for our perplexed breth- 
ren, and more of emphatic loyalty to the Church’s Catholic 
principles and to the primitive standards than the official reply 
seems to imply. The Episcopate, generally, of this American 
Church has full consziousness of the sacredness of a trust which 
is nothing less than divine. The House of Bishops, as a whole, 
will not be recreant to its duty as a ‘‘defensor fider.’’ It claims 
there is an inherent authority concerning some matters of the 


Church committed to it. A majority vote of the other house is 
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not necessarily truth. It claims that a deposit of faith is laid 
in its hands by the Head of the Church, and that no power may 
rob it of or divorce it from the treasure so conferred. 

I personally must declare with all frankness that I would 
that a warmer message of sympathy and a clear definition of 
the Bishops’ reason and purpose in the legislation involved, had 
been sent out to the Church from behind the closed doors of the 
House. But let us be patient. The better day, I believe, will 
dawn and the Church realizing her commission and the other por- 
tions of the Christian world—notwithstanding the seeming liber- 
ality and the real disloyalty of some within her fold who would 
fling standards and commissions and prerogatives to the winds— 
will recognize that there is one banner, ‘one institution, one 
ministry and an unchanged and unchangeable Charter in its 
Creeds which the King Himself bestowed on the world. So

bake Lambeth Conference 


This address would be incomplete without extended ref- 
erence to, and information of and the delivery of its message 
from the far-reaching and uplifting gathering held in Lambeth 
Palace for nearly a month last summer. It was not a body of men 
belonging to one class and order of the Church come together 
for mutual entertainment and for agreeable interchange. It was 
a group of serious-minded, anxious-hearted leaders, sensible of 


mighty responsibility, laden with care and concern for the souls 
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committed to their suardianship and their guidance in the 
things that touch the everlasting weal. There were problems 
_ that tried and conditions that perplexed, and environments that 
defied, in the aim to do our Master’s will and accomplish His 
ptirposes for the world. There were prayers and ltanies that 
were the agonized outspeakings of hearts which felt helpless and 
confessed infirmity and difficulty and failure. The crowds 
gazed in awe at the august proecessions-and heard ringing an- 
thems and were moved by wise words in the great, historic and 
hoary pulpits of Mother Church. The press gave brilliant ut- 
terance of the splendid ceremonial and of the dazzling richness 
of the solemn ecclesiastical functicns. There were the refined 
social gatherings and the pulsing meetings that drew thousands 
who sat breathless as they listened to the great deeds and pur- 
poses of this Branch of Christ’s Church. There were brave 
heroes from the wilds of distant Mission-fields who told thrilling 
narratives of the struggle and pain of the Church as it strove 
to win the savage or the learned Oriental-to the Cross. There 
were Bishops who showed the wrinkled brow ard the marks of 
suffering and exposure, like those of old Confessors of the, cen- 
turies gone, come back to feel anew the beat of the old Church’s 
heart and’ to gather courage again at the cradle of Anglo-Saxon 
Christianity for the fresh grapplings and the cld conflicts with 
darkness and pagan ire. The world locked on and admired, or 
listened with straining ear, and spell-bound, to these troubled 
warriors on the firing-line of God’s Army. But in that Library 
of Lambeth Palace where brotherly conferences prevailed day 
by day; in that ancient Chapel where solemn\devotions ascend- 
ed. to the Throne each morning—the spect sacred to us as the 
consecration-place of the first Bishops of New York, Pennsylva- 
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nia and Virginia—the pomp and the glitter, which numbers: 
and august ceremonial bring, were absent. In these places in- 
trepid and. earnest men of God were seeking light and anxious: 
mien and eager striving. What to do for Christ’s honor, what » 
to do for God’s children—how to lead, where to lead, the flock 
ef our Lord as its chief Shepherd ’s—there were the moving, per- 
plexing, momentous questions presented for answer from morn 
until eve. All was done in the name of Jesus and by the power 
of the Holy Ghost. All was saturated and crossed and eriss- 
erossed with solemn devotions. There was a daily Administra- 
tion of the Holy Communicn in that wonderful Chapel which - 
in the centuries of its life sent forth to their work more than ° 
400 Bishops consecrated before its Altar. There were devotions 
in the same place immediately. preceding the business sessions 
in the great library. At the opening of business there was prayer 
again and the recital of the Creed. After recess it was anew, 
a brief devotion and at the close benediction was pronounced. 
So the work went on daily. That body was continually in com- 
munion with God. Its every step was taken with prayer. No 
Jommittee met for the transaction of minor business without 
solemn appeals to the Throne of Grace. It was a holy atmos- 
phere, it was a humble God-fearing assembly which felt its own 
dependence on an Almighty Power, which sought its strength 
and duty at the hands of the perfect wisdom in all humility and 
with the abiding consciousness of imperfection and defect and ' 
unworthiness. Such conditions, as you may well imagine, were 


uplifting and inspiring, and gave to a degree the vision of God. 


Last summer, I truly believe, forged a new chain of gold 
linking Anglican and American Church as never before. We 


aU 
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met as brethren. It was not Lord-Bishop and Bishop of inferior 
“degree. The Primate of all England asked no homage from 
the American Church or her Bishops notwithstandmg that he 
sits on the throne of St. Augustine. The American Episcopate 
was there as the guest of Lambeth, but no subserviency was 
shown or hinted at. The Primate was not even in loco “ primus 


> We had our own primus and he filled an undis- 


anter pares.’ 
puted place with the first of the Archiepiscopate and the Metro- 


politanate. In all discussion there was free, manly recognition 


of each other’s traditions, customs, conditions, order, conscience. 
There was always fair-dealing and justice in the Chair, ever 
courtesy on the floor. An American’s voice was always specially 
honored and the new experiences of new lands had eager hearers 
—and if necessary—kindly critics and generous and discriminat- 
mg objectors. There was a never-ceasing recognition of the 
common interests and there were hand-in-hand endeavors for the 
Redeemer’s glory. The hospitalities of royal Garden-parties 
and of Episcopal Palaces did not pad!ock the lips of my coun- 


trymen in a cause of wisdom or of truth or of right. The frown 


of a Primate or the ipse dixit of an Archbishop did not daunt 
or dazzle or control a free expression of view or change a ballot 
in an American Bishop’s hand one way or another. There were 
subjects upon which the majority of us declined to vote as 
foreign to our ecclesiastical system and economy and life—as in 
the case of the Quwicunque vult and marriage with a deceased 
wife’s sister and the like. There was an occasion—once—at a 
Lambeth Conference of the past,—when it was declared emphat- 


ically by American prelates that were a certain issue forced the 


American Church would cease to send representatives to the de- 
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eennial Pan-Anglican Conference. Gentlemanly courtesy pre- 
vailed, and a recognition of the justice of the American position 
was freely and magnanimously acknowledged on the moment. | 


The incident was elosed and has been elosed to this day. 


Pan-Fnglican Congress 


You will note that this discussion bears not upon the Pan- 
Anglican Congress, which preceded the Lambeth Conference, 
and was an absolutely distinct gathering from the other. Like 
all such, unlegislating, unauthoritative, unrepresentative, un- 
restricted and unresponsible parliaments it was the theatre of 
some wild, loose and disloyal utterances. We have had some ex- 
perience of this recently in the sessions of our own organization 
bearing a similar name. The principle of the managers of such 
bodies seems to be to eall together the outres on both sides of a 
question. The object seems to be to throw spice into the assem- 
bles and to have sky-rockets flashing out every little while. The 
men who conclude that the notions evolved by some of the speak- 
ers in Church Congresses, across the ocean or here, represent the 
Church’s principles or its teaching are seriously mistaken. They 
are the private opinions and only—in some cases—the private 
opinicns, of each man who speaks. The dogma of this Episcopal 
Chureh would be indeed a bewildering maze, a very crazy quilt, 
were it responsible in aryway for much that is given utterance 
to on such occasions. This was, in part, the condition in London. 
While there was a vast mass of wisdom and of reverent thought 
and of holy teaching poured into the ears of those surging 
crowds filling eight great halls three times daily, yet there were 
many. of the whimsieal, the opinionated. and the traitorous who 


gave utterance to unworthy and hurtful speech. There were 
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College professors and University fellows emerging from the 
gloom of their quadrangles; there were the monkish and the be- 
cowled deserting the sentimentalism of their cells; there were 
the liberal—so-called—priests who honestly could hold no living 
—Robert Elsmeres if you please; there were the Biblical critics 
who had never learned the principles of Baconian philosophy ; 
there were the bitterly denunciatory ritualists and the Gallio- 
hike rationalists—a very pot-pourri—all on the same platforms, 
with equal rights, none making them afraid. It was a battle 
royal sometimes, when man gave answering voice to his foeman 
as they erappled in the conflict. If out of such strife of words 
truth will eventually emerge it must indeed come forth scarred 
and wounded in the fray with garments rolled in blood—but, 
if not then cuz bono. We are to be seekers for truth. But we are 
to guard the Church. We are to protect the trust committed 
to us. ‘ We are to be watchmen on the tower sounding the alarm 
in danger. We are to fight the good fight. Like the hoary age- 
worn, but bravely loyal Apostle of the Gentiles, we as a Church, 


we as individuals, are to keep the faith. 


Pastoral Letter 


One of the peculiar and useful features of the Lambeth Con- 
ference is the issue of a Pastoral letter. It is the result of the 
whole series of deliberations put in compact shape and giving 
the essence of the conclusions reached on the subjects considered. 
It is not the product of one mind. It is the testimony of all. It 
is subjected to prolonged and remorseless criticism. It is a mass 
of beaten gold shaped strong and seemly and hammered sure on 
the Church’s iron anvil. After the Christian greetings to the 


world and general Fatherly counsels to the Church, follow in 


fi 
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order declarations on each theme that engrossed our thought. 
Every word was eagerly weighed and there was an endeavor to 
give each truth and syllable their due proportion. The first 
subject—as indeed the vital one—was the relation of our faith to 
the thought of the day, 
relation to the thought of the present day. 


or to be more accurate, ‘‘our faith in 


9? 


I must quote it at 
large in view of the niceness of the thought and the keenness of — 
expression presented. There was no trifling or carelessness in 
the use of words. Each had its own place, its own recognized 
meaning, its full force. It was a solemn hour when it was read 
and there was not one dissentient voice from Alpha to Omega. 
It reads thus: ‘‘In humble reverence and unalterable devotion 
we bow before the mystery of the Trinity in Unity, revealed 
indeed once for all, but revealing to each generation, and not 
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least to our own ‘‘new depths of the Divine.’’ We bow before 
the mystery of God Incarnate in the person of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, this too, revealed once for all, but revealing to our times 
with novel clearness both God and man, and interpreting and 
confirming to us all that we have hoped or dreamed concerning 
union between them. We re-affirm the essential place of the 
historic facts stated by the Creeds in the structure of our faith. 
Many in our days have rashly denied the importance of these 
facts, but the ideas which these facts have in part generated and 
have always expressed, cannot be dissociated from them. With- 
out the historic Creeds the ideas would evaporate into unsub- 
stantial vagueness, and Christianity would be in danger of 
degenerating into a nerveless altruism. ‘ 

In the intellectual activity the ferment of thought and the 
variety of opinion, which are characteristic of our day, we have 
in our holy faith not only a sure and steadfast anchor, but a 
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centre of light which illumines the new truth and blends with 
the new light; for the new truth and new light are ultimately de- 
rived from One Source of all truth and all lght. We are 
bound therefore, by our principles to look with confidence and 
hope on the progress of (sound) thought. But we mark in the 
present-day special reasons for such confidence. Materialism 
has not for the minds of our generation the strength or the at- 
tractiveness that once it had. Science displays in an unpre- 
cedented way the witiess of Nature to the wisdom of God. 
Men’s minds are more and more set towards the spiritual, even 
when they are set away from Christianity. It is our duty there- 
fore to contend the more earnestly for the truth once delivered 
~ to the Saints, which is the secret of fite: And at the same time it 
-is our duty to learn all that God is teaching us through the 
discoveries of our cotemporaries, whether inside or outside the 
Church, discerning indeed the spirits, whether they be of God, 
but bending with reverent teachableness to the influence of His 


Spirit, from whatever quarter He may breathe upon us. 


But to meet the demands of such a time as ours, to appro- 
priate its blessings and to repel its dangers, there is need of effort 
on the part of the Church to deal with the intellectual side of 
religion and life. We ask the young whether seeking the min- 
istry or service in the ranks of the laity, while in preparation 
for life’s responsibilities to recognize such a high call, and hum- 
bly to fit themselves by discipline of character, by intellectual 
sincerity and by arduous study to bear their part in the form- 
ation and guidance of Christian thought. af 

Thus the 240 Bishops spoke to the world on the sae of 
the Faith. They gave forth no uncertain sound. They knew in 
whom they believed. In trumpet-tones they declare that what- 
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ever the shifting, veering, varying of the world and the wise of 
a modern destructive thought may be, that still there are cer- 
tainties, still unchanged truth, still a heavenly hope. One is 
reminded of those opening passages of the Gospel of the beloved 
physician ; ‘‘Forasmuch as many have taken in hand to set forth 
in order a declaration of those things which are most surely 
believed among us, it seemed good to me also to write unto thee 
in order most excellent Theophilus that thou mightest know the 
certainty of those things wherein thou hast been instructed.’’ It 
is the confidence of faith. It is the sure declaration which ‘‘has 


??. It is a voice of the 


no variableness neither shadow of turning. 
Holy Ghost in His Church speaking the infallible, the unchange- 
able, the everlasting truth. 
So, like a mighty army 
Moves the Church of God, 
Brothers we are treading 
Where the Saints have trod; 
We are not divided 
All one body we, 
One in hope and doctrine 
One in charity. 

Ancther pronouncement was made which in some particulars 
is cognate and supplementary to the words I have quoted. It is 
the twelfth of the series of resolutions and in terse form clinches 
the arguments previously presented. The noble statement is as 
follows: ‘‘It is our duty as Christians to maintain that the true 
end of Bible teaching is a sound and definite Christian faith, 
realizing itself in a holy life of obedience and love, and of fellow- 
ship in the Church of Christ, through the sanctifying grace of 


the Holy Ghost; and no teaching can be regarded as adequate 
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religious teaching which limits itself to historical information 
‘and moral culture.”’ 

Only rudiments of religion perhaps ‘you will say; but an 
A. B.C. of theological teaching: It may be you will declare it 
is lacking in philosophical texture ‘and unscientific in its terms. 
Yes, it has no redundancy of verbiage, no stilted technicalities 
of the schools, no hazy pronouncements capable of multi-colored 
or of indefinite and vague interpretation. It is clear, outspoken, 
uncompromising in its assertions touching the objects and the 
meaning and the boundaries and the traits of Christ’s religion; 
and, it turns the eyes to the Bible as the last authority, the Court 
of Appeal, the source and fountam-head of it all. 

Here is a definition, a declaration, a decision which we in 
this Diocese, with humble spirit, with loyal- purpose and with 
brotherly charity painfully contended for, now supported by the 
unanimous voice of the Episcopate of these two great National 
Branches of the Catholic Church. God be praised that our labor 
of faith and love was not in vain in the Lord. 

I need only to read one particular resolution of the Con- 
ference on the subject of the education of the young to win your 
sympathy for it. Its declaration is this: ‘‘In the judgment of 
this Conference, it is our duty as Christians to make it clear to 
the world that purely secular systems of education are educa- 
tionally as well as morally unsound. For they fail to co-ordinate 
the training of the whole nature of the child, and they neces- 
sarily leave many children deficient in a most important factor 
for that formation of character which is the principal aim of 
education. ”’ 


Are we not learning in our land the awful truth of this

declaration—this land of a Gcdless education—where in a large: 
number of the schools no word of prayer is offered and no text 
of Holy Seripture read from opening to closing hour year in: 
and year out. Are we not too seeing serious, heart-breaking re- 
sults as. the possible outcome of such a condition, in the less 
Bible reading in home and away from it; in the extinguishment 
of the family altar nearly everywhere; in the diminished Church- 
going at eventide; in the laxer speech and. looser hying; in the 
frequent divorce, and the ** high finanee,’’ and the socialistic un- 
rest, in the Anarchist’s torch and the **black-hand murders,’” 
and the kidnappings and the lynchmgs which have darkened the | 
fair beauty of our favored country ? 

I might spend much time in reciting the changes that have 
~ come in the spirit of popular education within my own day. I 
might show statistically, a seeming outcome of purely secularized 
education, which is not for the glory or the good morals of our 
broad domain. We may well pray for a return of the day when 
school authorities all over the nation will not be ashamed or afraid 
to read the Book of God at the morning hour in the ears of the 
little ones—or the large—and to incorporate as a part of the life 
of the hall of learning a-prayer to God Almighty for help and 
blessing in and on the work of the day. Is it unfitting for me 
to ask that when the Report of the Sunday School Commission 
is read the subject of Christian education be duly and fully dis- 

cussed ? | | 

. In this relation I shou'd be derelict of duty should I omit the 
appeal of the Conference to parents in behalf of their children. 
Here are its strong words: ‘‘The Conference desires to lay- 
special stress on-the duty of parents in all conditions of social 


life to take personal part in the religious instruction of their 


id 
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own children and to show active interest in the religious teaching 
which the children receive at school.’’ 

Here is .a mighty responsibility placed where it ought to be 
placed—at the door of the family—on the shoulders of the pat- 
ents. But alas! there, too often, is neglect, is indifference, is 
positive revolt. And so the voice of the Church must outspeak. 
Its clarion call should be heard. Only so, shall she be obedient 
‘to the Good Shepherd’s gracious commands, ‘‘ Feed my sheep,”’ 
‘*Reed my lambs.’’ Brothers in the Ministry, we have duty here. 
We have responsibility in this behalf. There will be grave ac- 
‘countability in the Great Day if we heed not our calling. 

I turn now to the consideration of the subject of the mar- 
riage-relation and the severing of its bond as it came before the 
Conference. Few topics could, or did, call out a keener interest 
and more serious searchings of heart. Many recognize that the 
family institution, the social foundations, the weal of the State, 
in the long run, are wrapped up in right action by the Church 
and the world in this direction. I am giving no hyperboles, no’ 
exaggerated verbiage in so expressing myself. I am quoting 
others and many of them. Tam giving utterance to the settled 
conviction of the great, the overwhelming majority of that Con- 
ference. There was universal recognition of the truth that the 
divorce evil is one of the most hideous of the vices of the age. 
Here are two resolutions adopted ‘‘nemine contradiscente.’’ 
First, ‘‘The growing prevalence of disregard of the sanctity of 
marriage calls for the active and determined co-operation of all 
right-thinking and clean-living men and women, in all ranks 
of life, in Before of the family life, and the social order, which 
rest upon the sanctity of the marriage-tie.’’ Second, ‘‘The in- 


fluence of all good women in all ranks of life, shou'd be specially 
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applied to the remedying of the terrible evils which have grown: 
ap frora the creation of facilities for divorce.”’ | 

Possibly many here can imagine what a seething caldron of 
debate’ it was which evolved suck utterances. The testimonies _ 
as to the sufferings and horrors and. wickednesses which have: 
grown out of the laxer thought and feeling and principle of 
the time were appalling. Great Bishops have beer fighting—are’ 
fighting—this gross, unclean evil, but too often the people, as: 
represented by their law-makers, have been arrayed against 
them. The free-thought,—God be thanked that there is such a 
thing as orthodoxy,—the new thought, the hberalness of the 
time is manifesting its lust of the flesh, and of the eyes, and its 
pride of life, and is stalking forth in many cases, victor and 
libertineism, to a degree, has legalized sanction. These voleanic 
transformations now speeding on in eurrent thought and con- 
duct mean moral upheavals and the overthrow of all that is sacred 
in the institutions which civilization and the religion of Christ 
have founded. And where is the stimulus and taint in this direc- 
tion born? Unless the statements of a recent periodical be in- 
exact, we may find the awful schools of unsettlement and social 
and immoral revolution and dethronement in many of the 
learned institutions of our land, where some sociological experts 
(?) hold sway. Do you know that in some conspicuous universi- 
ties there are professors teaching young men and women that ‘‘an 
immoral act is merely one contrary to the prevailing conceptions 
of society; and that the daring ones who defy the code and vio- 
late it, do not offend any Deity, but simply offend the venom of 
the majority—the majority that has not yet grasped the modern — 
fresh ideas, the new thought.’’ I am told that within the halls 


of one of the largest and best known of our Universities, from the

professorial chair, is made this declaration: ‘‘There are no abso- 
lute evils. The highest ethical life consists at all times in the 
breaking of rules which have grown too narrow for the actual 
ease.’’ With the minds of youth so poisoned, with principles so 
sandbagged or thrust through with a dagger by some in seats of 
authority and of popular social science can we wonder at defec- 
tion and antagonism and neglect of religious duty on the part of 
so many of our youth. Nor can we marvel at the facility with 
which divorces are obtained, and the avidity with which they are 
sought, when we learn that in a certain largely-endowed Uni- 
versity in this country teeming with youth of both sexes, this 
teaching was given: ‘‘There can be and are holier alliances with- 
out the marriage bond than within it.’’ Again this utterance was 
made, ‘“‘Like polities and religion we have taken it for granted 
that the marriage-relation is right and have not questioned it.’’ 
These are some of the immoral audacities that we are told are 
woven into young minds by modern professors in vast institu- 
tions of learning today. Are not such corrupters of youth? 
Are they not greater pests than the tuberculosis in a community? 
Is not the island of Molokai or the leper colony beyond the gates 
—outside the walls of Jerusalem—the place where they belong? 
Should we nurse the poisonous adder in the bosom and subject 
eur tender youth to the suffering and death that comes of its 
fangs? Are consciences thus to be warped and tainted and 
seared and officially electrocuted without counter-teaching and 
solemn protest from the orthodox pulpit, which may be—as was | 
suggested at the recent Church Congress in Boston, ‘‘without 
genius’’—but which, after all, may be the possessor of the ever- 
lasting truth. In view of such a condition in the teaching of 


many chairs of learning here and abroad, was it not the high 


? 
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duty of the Lambeth Conference to make this clear, unequivocal 
declaration—it is perhaps unknown to many here present that 
such a conclusion was reached and such an utterance put forth—., 
‘“When an innocent person has by means of a court of law 
divorced a spouse for adultery, and desires to enter into another 
contract of marriage, it is undesirable that such a contract should . 


receive the blessing of the Church.”’ 


There is where I personally stand; where I only can stand; 


where I only will stand, so help me God, lifelong. 


Good morals demand it, Family unity demands it. Sound- 
ness of society demands it. Holiness in and honor for the Church 
demand it. I believe the Word of God most surely demands it. 
‘‘The statutes of the Lord are right and rejoice the heart. The 
commandment of the Lord is pure and giveth light unto the 


eyes.’ 


Here this Address closes. I have tried to touch on some 
matters that have common interest not for ourselves alone, but 
for the whole Church of God. 


Brothers, let us be awake to our responsibility and privilege 
each in his own place, and let us pray for wisdom and zeal and 


humility in the work. 


I wish you each God-speed in your homes and grace to do 


His will here and wherever else He ealls you to serve.

REPORT OF THE WARDEN 


60 Park Place, Geneva, N. Y.. May 1, 1909. 


To the Right Reverend the Bishop and the Board of Education of 
the Diocese of Western New York, the Warden of the DeLancey Divinity 


School respectfully reports that: 


In gathering the material for his first Annual Report he is enabled 


to make it complete by prefixing thereto the report of the Annual 
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Examinations held June 1-4, 1908, with the credits allowed by the 
Lecturers to the students in attendance; and also the record of the first 
lectures, given in October of last year, written by his predecessor in 
office, the late Rev. Chas. W. Hayes, 8S. T. D., dated November 1, 1909, 
just four weeks previous to his sudden removal to Paradise, and intended 
by him to form a part of what would have been his Annual Report had 
he continued amongst us. 

In this connection the present incumbent desires to bear testimony to 
the exactitude with which the late Warden kept all the records of both 
School and Library up to the time of his last working day, nothing being 
left at loose ends, no missing information to be sought elsewhere than 
from his own pen. , 

It all speaks of the faithfulness of the Steward who worked while 
it was day in constant mindfulness of and preparedness for the night,

Mr. Carl William New, admitted a year ago, has attended no lectures, 
and made no report, and is practically no longer a member of the School. 
Mr. A. ©. Willey, admitted January (1908), withdrew and removed

Lectureships in the Old Testament and in Chureh Polity and Law 
vacated by the resignation and removal of the Rev. Geo. G. Ballard and 
the decease of the Rev. Louis B. Van Dyck, 8. T. D., have been filled 
by the appointment of the Rev. Geo. F. J. Sherwood to the former, and 
of the Warden to the latter. ‘ 

The students in attendance at the first course of lectures this year, 
held in Trinity Parish House, Buffalo, October 12-14 (1908), were: 
Messrs, Clough, Hakes and Raines who having, as above noted, completed 
the prescribed course, are permitted to avail themselves farther of the 
instructions of the School; Messrs. Ransom and Wadsworth, who are in 
their third year, and Mr. George Alexander Perry, of the Diocese of 
Central New York, a new student. Mr. Ransom has been admitted to 
Deacon’s Orders and Mr. Wadswowth to Priest’s Orders during the year, 
and all the students have been constantly engaged in parochial work or 
as lay-readers. 

The Library, now containing 3,441 volumes, in addition to text books 
and duplicates, is in excellent order in the Divinity School-house, and 
much more largely in use than was possible in its former location, 

The lecturers have, as usual, done their work with an interest, 
care and judgment for which the Diocese is deeply indebted to them, and 
the students in attendance have been, without exception, diligent and 


faithful.

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Upon the sudden death of Dr. Hayes and while the December lectures 
were impending, the undersigned was appointed to provide for their 
conduet in Trinity Parish House, Buffalo; the lectures were give 
December 14-16. On the I8th of that month the Wardenship of the 
Divinity School was proffered to him, and on the 28th he notified the 
Bishop of the Diocese, formally of his acceptance of the position, said 


acceptance to take effect February I, 1909. 


The lectures of the year, including those noted in the report of 
Dr. Hayes, have been given in October, December, February and April, 
the six students who began with ‘us in October, continuing throughout.. 
Messrs. Clough, Hakes and Raines of this Diocese and Mr. Wadsworth of 
the Diocese of Central New York, have completed the post graduate term 
permitted them; Mr. Ransom has completed the three years of the 


school’s curriculum, and Mr. Perry the work of the first year. 


At the time of his decease Dr. Hayes was acting as Lecturer in 
Chureh Polity and Law, the chair occupied by Dr. Van Dyck at the time 
of his death. The vacanev thus occasioned has been filled by the appoint- 
ment of the Rev. Geo. M, Trish, Rector of Trinity Church, Laneaster, 
whose inherited abilities as a teacher and ripe qualifications as a scholar 
are sufficient guarantee that his work Will be done to the satisfaction of 
the Board of Education and to the benefit of the students privileged 


to attend his lectures. 


We are called upon to record, as the year closes, with a sense of the 
serious loss it entails to the Diocese and the School, the contemplated re- 
moval from our corps of instructors of the Rev. Chas. H. Boynton, Ph. D., 
for eight years Lecturer in Dogmatics and Pastoral Care, he having been 
called to a similar chair in the General Theological Seminary, New York. 
Whilst his going impoverishes us, it enriches the larger institution, which 
in thus honoring the Delancey Divinity School, by its choice, secures 
for itself a devout priest, a learned, faithful and wise teacher, whose 
large sympathies win and hold his students and whose labor contributes 
to their furnishing ‘‘to every good work.’’ May we be given a man 


like-minded to take his place. 
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But few books have been added to the Library beyond those secured 
from the estate of the late Warden since the present incumbent entered 
upon his office. This is in part owing to the rearrangement of the books 
aa one stack-room in the Warden’s residence, and in part due to the facet 
that the Swift Book Fund is not now paying dividends, and the cash on 
hand is almost exhausted; i. e., at this writing there remains but $16.91 
of income of said fund in the hands of the Treasurer. It is asked that 
some latitude be allowed the Warden in the purchase of books from the 


income of the general fund until other means are available. 


For Lectures and Examinations there has been expended $209.47, of 
which sum $71.82 passed through the hands of the late Warden. The 
Bishop of Central New York has also refunded $77.04 expended for his 


students. 


This report would be incomplete without acknowledgement yy the 
Warden, here made, of the fidelity and thoroughness with which the 
- Leeturers have discharged their duties; of the loyalty and hearty 
co-operation with which both they and the students have supported him 
in the responsibilities so recently laid upon him, and of the generous 
expenditure ordered by the Board, and approved by the Bishop, whereby 
the property in Geneva has been put in such thorough repair for his 
comfort and that of his family. -

Boys only are taken. The total number received on the Foundation 
during the year 1908 was 29. The average number maintained during 
the year was 2214. The greatest number in attendance at any one time 
was 23. The least number in attendance at any one time was 22. The 
age of the youngest boy received was 13 years; that of the oldest boy 


19 years, 


The course of study remains substantially the same as that heretofore 
published in the register and reported to your committee, and is the same 


as that followed in the High Schools of New York State.

As will be seen by reference to Schedule ‘‘A’’, the corporation was 
indebted for borrowed moneys at December 31, 1908, $2,000.00. This is a 


decrease of $1,000.00 over the borrowed moneys reported for year ended 
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December 31, 1907. Taking into consideration the income cash on hand 


and in the hands of the Head Master at the close of business December 


31, 1908, amounting to $668.90, Schedule ‘‘A’’ shows an apparent deficit . - 


in the income of the corporation of $1,331.10. The past due interest, 
accrued and not due, rents and accounts receivable amount to more than 
this deficit, which deficit .occurs because the system of bookkeeping 
adopted for many years past takes no account of interest past due and 
unpaid or interest earned but not due, or rents due and unpaid as asseis 
upon the books of the corporation. It will therefore appear that ihe 
legitimate income assets of the College have not been exceeded by the 
expenditures.

Report of the Archdeacon of Buffalo 


The Rt.-Rev. Wm. D. Walker, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of the Diocese: 


Rev. Father in God:—Your Archdeacon of Buffalo respectfully ten 


ders his annual report of all the Missionary work performed by him dur- 
ing the past year. ; 
This is my sixth annual report, practically completing my second 


term of three years as Archdeacon. 


In considering the report of the work it will be seen that there are 
evidence and tokens of growth and progress, and for which we have 
abundant reasons for thankfulness. If in some places there is a loss by 
removals and death, and in others there is a gain, yet in the coming up 


we see a steady advance in the common growth of the Archdeaconry. 


The Archdeacon would be remiss if he did not here make grateful 
note of his appreciation of the kindness and forbearance in every way 
to him by the Bishop of the Diocese. The great help received from his 
brethren, the Clergy, especially through the Lenten season, when some 
forty odd services were held, which proved helpful to the people of the 
Mission. ‘To the Superintendent and members of the Laymen’s League 
who have gone out to our country stations Sunday after Sunday, in all 
sorts of weather, leaving their homes and their parish Churches, to do 
the Church’s work, they have done it gladly as unto the Lord, and 
for the love of souls, even at a sacrifice of time and personal comfort, 
without whose help a large part of the work could not be done that 
is being accomplished in the Missions of the Archdeaconry; also to 
the Woman’s Auxiliary, of whose work, as noted in the church at large, 


but to the Archdeaconry in particular, it makes it possible through their 
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annual pledge to the Indian work to extend the Church among these 


people. 


The Archdeacon has personally ministered to the following Missions 
during the year: Angola, Attica, Alden, Brocton, Brant, Bolivar, Belvi- 
dere, Castile, Corfu, Darien Center, Ellicottville, Franklinville, Forestville, 
Friendship, Hinsdale, Irving, Perry, Portland, Ripley, Sinclairville, and 
Springville. 

He has visited the following places in charge of Deacons for the 
Holy Communion: Angelica, Belfast, Belmont, Belvidere, Gowanda, Ham- 
burg, East Randolph and Randolph. 


There is a provision made by the Missionary Board by which a 
stipend i8 given to a Clergyman who is in charge of a parish who agrees 
to give service outside of his own parish work to some nearby Missions. 
In this way provision is made for some thirteen or more Mission sta- 
tions. These Clergymen are Missionaries of the Board and from whom 
reports of their work are made quarterly. The Archdeacon is not re- 
sponsible for these Missions, except in the cases where the minister in 
charge is in Deacon’s orders. He visits the parish or mission about 
every seventh or eighth Sunday for the Holy Communion, the Deacon 


usually taking service elsewhere. 


The Clergymen receiving stipends are as follows: Chautauqua and 
Hartfield, in charge of the minister at Mayville; Forestville, in charge 
of the minister at Silver Creek; Castile and Silver Springs, in charge of 
the minister at Perry; Lewiston, in charge of the minister at Youngs- 
town; Little Valley, in charge of the minister at Salamanca; Belfast, in 
charge of the minister at Angelica; Belvidere and Friendship, in eharge 
of the minister at Belmont; East Randolph, in charge of the minister at 
Randolph; Hamburg and Gowanda Indian School and Asylum, in charge 


of Rev, R. A. Griesser; Deaf Mute work, in charge of Rev. Mr. Sinclair. 


There are other Missions in the Archdeaconry which do not look 
to the Board for any support. The Rectors are able to assume these 
outside labors in addition to their parochial work.

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Report of Laymen’s Missionary League

‘To the Right-Reverend the Bishop, and Members of the Council: 


The Laymen’s Missionary League of Buffalo, N. Y., desires to make 
the following brief statement (condensed from the annual report of the 
work to October Ist, 1908) :— 


The League is a body of Lay Leaders organized for the purpose of 
caltying on and extending by systematic effort the work of the Church 
in the western part of the Diocese of Western New York. Its members 
are drawn from all walks of life, business and professional, and number 
at present about “forty. The active membership is about thirty. Each 
of these men is selected by the rector of his parish, is reeommended to 
the Bishop for License, and by him licensed to act as a Lay Reader, 


subject strictly to the Canon governing such individauls. 


The League was organized in the year 1891, primarily for the purposé 
of giving the services of the Church to congregations in the outlying 
towns which were too small to support a rector. The present officers are? 
President, H. C. Spendelow; Superintendent, Geo. 'T. Ballachey; Secretary, 


W. E. Townsend; Treasurer, Geo. A. Stringer 


At the present time the League conducts regular services at fifteen 
different stations; seven of them in the City of Buffalo, viz.: General 
Hospital, Home for the Friendless, Children’s Aid Society, Penitentiary, 
County Jail, Almshouse, Ingleside Home, and steadily supplying the 
parochial mission of St. Clement’s, besides assisting various city clergy 
to the extent of seventy-six:services, The remaining eight stations are in 


the country towns, namely: Angola, Corfu, Darien Center, Gowanda (in

“cluding services at State Hospital and the Thomas Indian- Orphan

Asylum), Irving, and Springville, besides Kenmore (occasional), Erie~ 


Beach, and two summer homes on the lake shore, in addition to burial 


services read in different towns. — 


For several years past the League men have read from 600 to 1,000 


services per year, the number varying according to the requirements of. 


the field. The general oversight of the work is in charge of the Execu- 
tive Committee, under the supervision of the Bishop, and carrying out 
the suggestions of the Archdeacon of Buffalo. The method of carrying 
on the work is quite simple. Their duties are assigned to the leaders 
quarterly by the Superintendent. After each service each man mails to 
the Superintendent a formal postal card report stating the attendance, 
condition of the station, ete. This enables the Superintendent to keep in 


touch with the state of affairs at every station under his eare. 


The League aids new mission stations financially by paying the 


expenses of its readers until such stations become self-supporting. It 


has a building fund of about $1.200.00, portions of which it loans for a 


period of time to any small congregation building a church at any one 
of its stations. In this way the League has since its organization inspired 
and aided the work of building churches at Springville, Silver Creek, 
Irving, Gowanda, Depew, and also on the Cattaraugus Indian Reserva- 


~ 


tion near Irving. 


The League has no sources of income from which to provide vest- 
ments, sermons, etc., necessary for its work, apart from a small annual 
contribution from such of the city churches as may be disposed to help 
a this work. We invite offerings, however small, from any who would 
like to be identified with this work, as at present the readers are obliged 
to meet any minor expenses (apart from transportation) from their own 
means. Several new helpers have lately been offered by the rectors of 
some of the parishes, which will promote the efficiency of the work. 
Nevertheless, others are needed who will be able and willing to go out 


of town on Sundays, at least once or twice a month.

Any further details concerning this League will be cheerfully fur- 


mished by the Superintendent or any other officer.

Report of the Archdeacon of Rochester 


; FOR THE YEAR ENDING MAY 1, 1909 


Rev. Father in God :— 


In making this, his fifth annual report, your Archdeacon is glad 
to be able to state that the past year, take it all in all, has been a 


prosperous one financially and to all outward appearance spiritually. 


Some changes have occurred in the working force of the mission 


field, but in nearly all stations services have been regularly maintained. 


Sinee the death of Mr. Johnston of Clifton Springs, the Rev, George 
A. Harvey of Phelps has served the mission at Shortsville to good pur- 
pose. A goodly number of candidates for baptism and confirmation have 


been presented. 


Last November the Rev. Mr. Baldwin resigned from the work at 
Dundee and Himrods and took charge of Sodus, Sodus Centre and Sodus 
Point. Dundee and Himrods, are now served most acceptably by Mr. 


Wm. La Mont, a lay reader. 


The mission at Dresden is also served bya lay. reader, Mr. John 
C. Donnell of Hobart College. Under Mr. Donnell the mission has taken 
on new life and the Sunday School has been greatly revived. Of the 


work of Mr. Donnell I cannot speak too highly. 
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Since the ordination of the Rev. Wm. Guy Raines, Jr., to the dia- 
eonate and his removal to the Archdeaconry of Buffalo, the church at 
Holcomb has been more. or less regularly served by the late Mr. Dennis 


of Victor, Mr. Ditmars, a lay reader from Canandaigua, and myself. 


The resignation of the Rev. Mr. Lippitt from St. George’s, Char- 
lotte, and that of the Rev. Mr. Martin from the work at Union Hill 
placed these points again under the direct care of your Archdeacon. 


Services have been maintained and a lively interest manifested. 


The Rev. Mr. Lewis having relinquished the work at Holley, the 
Rev. J. H. Parsons from the Diocese of Ohio assumed charge the Sunday 
after Easter. Mr. Parsons will also give some attention to our newly 


organized mission in Spencerport. 


Since last June the work at Montour Falls has been under the care 
of the Rev. A. W. Ebersole of Watkins and we sincerely hope that this 
happy combination may long continue. 

At Wolcott the work has suffered for lack of proper attention. The 
town is so situated as to make it difficult to double up with other work, 
but it is hoped yet to make some arrangement that will be worthy of 


the place and people. 


A new mission has been opened at Spencerport, where we have a 
goodly number of earnest and enthusiastic chureh people. A choir has” 
been organized and trained by your Arehdeacon and prayer book and 
hymnals provided. As soon as a suitable lot can be procured it is hoped 


to erect thereon a church building. 


A movement is also under way towards the building of a chapel at 
‘‘Nine Mile Point’’ on the lake as a memorial ‘to the late Mrs, Burnett, 
who for many years successfully maintained a Sunday School in the 
community. 

The ancient chureh building at Hunt’s Hollow was last summer taken 


down and retonstrueted on more churchly lines in the village of Hunts. 


Occasional services were held at Hunts during the summer with large 


’

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attendance and interest. “Your Archdeacon hopes also to place our 
church building at Nunda in habitable cendition during the coming year, 


and by combining with Hunts be enabled to place a man in the field. 


The Rev. Mr. Freeman of Clifton Springs has recently taken up 
the work at Manchester and the Rev. Franklin C. Smielau has ¢on- 
tinued his ministrations to the deaf mutes within the borders of the 


diocese, 


The remaining missions, fourteen in number, are served as in time 


past. 


The exclusively personal ministrations of your Archdeacon have been 
as follows: Morning and evening prayer, 171 times. Celebrations of 
the Holy Communion, 49 times. I have presented one candidate fer 
ordination to the Diaconate, and nine for confirmation. Thirteen have 
been baptized and I have officiated at five funerals and four marriages. 
At the present time sixteen points are dependent upon your general 


missionary for ministrations of the Holy Communion. 


As the financial interests of the Archdeaconry fall largely upon 
my shoulders it is gratifying at this time to be able to report an over- 
flowing treasury. This condition has not, however, been brought about 
by any large increase in the generosity of our parishes and missions, 
but through various combinations of mission stations and the relinquish- 
ment of stipends, and by the further fact that the Advent offering of 
our Sunday Schools has been turned into the general fund. The offer- 
ing received from the Sunday Schools last Advent amounted to $565.89, 


some $60.00 above that received the previous year. 


In the past few months two of our missions have cast aside their » 


swaddling clothes and become full fledged parishes. 


While the conditions in the’ Archdeaconry, as here briefly narrated, 
have within them cause for congratulation, in a larger and truer sense 
they lay before us a call to more carnest effort in the extension of the 


work. 


After fifteen years of mission work I am more than ever con- 


% 
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vineed that the Church has a calling in every community, no matter 
how well it may be looked after by Christian bodies of other names.. 
With the co-operation of my brethren of. the Clergy and Laity it is 
my purpose under God’s guidance to: make the last year of my term: 
of office more fruitful than any that have gone before. A brief financial
